Graded Stakes Committee of the 
Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association, from Grade 1 to Grade 2 for 
2018, the Delaware Handicap at Delaware 
Park. The Delaware Handicap was the 
lone race downgraded from Grade 1 by 
the committee, which also dropped the 
Baltimore/Washington International Turf 
Cup Stakes at Laurel Park from Grade 2 
to Grade 3 for 2018. Other races in the 
Mid-Atlantic region that received down¬ 
grades were Monmouth Park’s Pegasus 
Stakes and Cliff Hanger Stakes, from 
Grade 3 to listed.

Announced: His candidacy for 
Anne Arundel County Executive in 
Maryland, Steuart Pittman of Dodon 
Farm Training Center and the Retired 
Racehorse Project.

was expected to ride the Aqueduct win¬ 
ter meeting that opened Jan 1. Steve 
Rushing, who represents Irad Ortiz Jr. 
and handled Hall of Fame jockey Ramon 
Dominguez’s book when he rode in New 
York, wiU book mounts for McCarthy. 
Maryland’s leading rider in 2014 and 
2016, McCarthy has won 1,006 races in a 
career which began in 2011. 

Recognized: As finalists for the 
eighth annual Secretariat Vox Populi 
Award, two horses with direct ties to the 
Mid-Atlantic region. Created by the late 
Penny Chenery, the Vox Populi, or “Voice 
of the People,” recognizes the racehorse 
whose popularity and racing excellence 
best resounded with the public and 
gained recognition for the sport during 
the past year. The late Ben’s Cat, a four- 
time Maryland-bred Horse of the Year 
during his eight-year career that ended in 
2017; and Songbird, a multiple Eclipse 
Award winner. Grade 1 winner and 
$4,692,000-earner for Delaware-based 
owner Rick Porter, were among the final¬ 
ists during voting that ran through Dec. 
12. The other nominees were Arrogate, 
Gun Runner, Lady Eli and Patch, with 


the winner announced Jan. 20 at Santa 
Anita Park. 

Retained: His fide as the lead¬ 
ing jockey in the Penn Gaming Racing 
Challenge for the fourth consecutive year 
at the conclusion of the series in mid- 
November, Javier Castellano. The HaU 
of Famer finished the series of 23 stakes 
worth more than $5 million in purses 
with 102 points, 21 ahead of runner-up 
Irad Ortiz Jr. Castellano is the only rider 
to win the challenge. Ron Paolucci’s 
Loooch Racing edged Lady Sheila Stable 
by six points to win the owner’s title, 
while Mike Maker won his second crown 
as leading trainer.

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Bunco reaches 4,000-win mark with Laurel score

J eff Runco fully expected to reach a 
major milestone in his training career 
at Hollywood Casino at Charles Town 
Races, where people have lost track of the 
number of times he has won the training 
title by wins, earnings, or both. 

As it turned out—after several close 
calls in West Virginia—Runco bagged his 
4,000th win about an hour and 15 min¬ 
utes from Charles Town at Laurel Park 
in Maryland the afternoon of Dec. 9. He 
laughed about it as he made his way into 
the winner’s circle after the fifth race, a 
claiming event won by Vina Racing Stable’s 
Vua Saigon. 

“It’s neat to get it here at Laurel at the 
big track but I can’t say enough about 
Charles Town,” said Runco, who won 
his first race as a trainer there in 1985. “I 
thought it would happen at Charles Town, 
but with horse racing you never know 
when things will happen.” 

His first winner. Fantastic Power, won 
in a dead heat and was ridden by his future 
wife, Susan. Vua Saigon, a now 4-year- 
old Algorithms gelding, lost the lead in 
mid-stretch but fought back to defeat The 
Great Ronaldo by a neck for his fourth 
career victory. 

Runco, 58, became the 12th trainer 
in history to hit 4,000 wins. Like Runco, 
the aU-time leader, the late Dale Baird, 


won most of his 9,000-plus races in West 
Virginia, but at Mountaineer Casino, 
Racetrack and Resort. 

When the day was done—Runco added 
another victory with G L M Stables’ 
Captain Holiday that evening at Charles 
Town, where he was honored for his 
accomplishment as weU—he had career 
earnings of more than $48 million from 
almost 19,000 starts. 

“It has been a great run and a team 
effort between my clients, employees and 
wife who have been the biggest contribu¬ 
tors over the years in helping us get to this 
milestone,” Runco said. “Susan is just a 
huge part of our success. With aU she 
handles at our farm and on the breeding 
end of things, this couldn’t have happened 
without her.” 

“It’s a tough thing to do out of one out¬ 
fit,” Susan Runco said of the milestone and 
the fact her husband doesn’t have multiple 
strings at other tracks. “People have been 
with us for a long time, and we’ve had great 
clients.” 

Jeff Runco said he was pleased he hit 
the milestone with a horse owned by Mike 
Ueltzen, longtime owner of Germania 
Farms. Vua Saigon is the first racehorse 
owned by Ueltzen’s wife. Crystal. 

“Mike is one of my first, and longest- 
standing, clients,” he said. “We’ve been 


doing this for 30 years, and it’s working 
out fine.” 

Runco is no stranger to Maryland. He 
was a jockey who got started under trainer 
Bud Delp and rode at Bowie Race Course 
and Laurel. He won 160 races as a rider. 

As a trainer, Runco has campaigned 
24 different black-type stakes winners and 
had 52 black-type wins through Dec. 9, 
including 18 victories in the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics series. Captain Holiday, 
who accounted for win number 4,001, was 
Bunco’s 3,370th winner at Charles Town, 
according to track statistics. 

Lost in the excitement Dec. 9 was 
the quality performance by Runco train¬ 
ee Lewis field in the $75,000 Howard M. 
Bender Memorial Stakes for 3-year-olds 
and up at Laurel. Lewis field, one of two 
3-year-olds in the field, finished a strong 
second behind Mark Sitlinger’s Struth, a 
5-year-old who won the 6-furlong test in a 
quick 1:09.21. 

Lewis field, owned and bred by Linda 
Zang, had won his previous three starts 
with blinkers after finishing third in his 
career debut last summer at Charles Town. 
In the Bender, jockey Arnaldo Bocachica 
sent Lewis field to the front from the inside 
and he dueled with Showalter and then 
Struth through quick fractions.

For Bunco, thoughts 
of his sons never far away

W hile the best horse Jeff Runco has trained was the millionaire. Grade 3 winner 
Researcher, who also took the first two editions of the Charles Town Classic, 
Runco’s next four leading winners are horses he bred or owned (or both), aU 
with names connected to his sons. 

In the Fairway, who boasts career earnings of $564,000, was named for his step¬ 
son, Robert, a 2002 Lehigh University graduate. 

“My step-son, Robert, loves to play golf,” Runco explained. “He has always been 
an avid golfer, and now he works on Wall Street and still somehow finds time to play 
golf In the Fairway was named for him and he’s turned out to have done very well 
for us.. . We’ve named a few others for Robert, but In the Fairway has definitely been 
the best one.” 

Many of the Runco trainees that local racing fans have grown accustomed to see¬ 
ing in the winners circle have had naval-themed names. Runco’s youngest son, Jeremy, 
graduated from the Naval Academy in 2009 and has since been commissioned as a 
fighter pilot. After Researcher and In the Fairway, Runco’s next three top earners aU 
fit the bill: Sea Rescue, Slip the Cable and Spa Creek (a creek near the Naval Academy 
off the Severn River). Both Sea Rescue ($414,000) and Slip the Cable ($380,000) 
captured the $500,000 West Virginia Breeders Classic, while North Atlantic finished 
second in this year’s edition of the Classic. 

“A lot of the horses that we have named for Jeremy with the Navy theme have 
turned out to do really, really well for us,” Runco said. Spa Creek (with nearly 
$370,000) is the leading earner among Runco-trained mares. Other top Runco mares 
are Navy Chapel and Navy Ribbon. One of his former trainees from several years 
ago, Staubach, was named for the legendary Dallas Cowboys quarterback who won 
the Heisman Trophy while playing his college career at Navy. 

“It really hasn’t mattered who the sire was or who the mare was or whether the 
foal was a colt or fiUy, we have always tried to name a few horses each year for Jeremy,” 
said Runco.

I If I years ago, so it’s just me now 
I W I But I keep referring to we.’ 

This is our farm; we bought it when we 
first got married.” 

It would be nearly impossible for 
Robin Townsend to relay any account 
of her life with Thoroughbreds without 
referring to Donald Townsend. And the 
story of two special homebreds has the 
late Maryland trainer written aU over it. 

The couple met when both were 
working for a firm that supplied staff for 
Standardbred auctions. A schoolteacher 
by profession, Robin was a native of 
Allegheny County, Md., who had grown 
up competing at local horse shows. 
Donald was a Viemam veteran and the 
son of a trainer. Racing was a hobby 
to the elder Townsend, but upon his 
return from the war, Donald turned his 
avocation into his vocation. 

Upon their marriage they purchased 
a 14-acre parcel in Keymar, Md., that had 
originally been part of Terra Rubra (Red 
Earth), the 1,000-acre farm which was the 


birthplace of Star Spangled Banner author 
Francis Scott Key. 

“It’s the actual site of the home where 
Francis Scott Key was born. I can look 
off my front porch and see the house. It 
is an historic landmark,” Robin said. 

The Townsend property is also the 
birthplace and home of Thoroughbreds 
Chicago Called (“Oscar”) and Ozzie 
Murdock, both now 21. 

“They were out of mares that my 
husband purchased who knows where. He 
was always kind of wheeling and dealing. I 
know Oscar’s dam came to us as a bag of 
bones from a farm in West Virginia. She 
was maybe a $500 mare, and the stud fee 
on the staUion was $500. Laurie and Jerry 
Calhoun had both Aaron’s Concorde and 
Dover Ridge [at nearby Summer Wind 
Farm] at that time, so we bred both mares 
there,” Robin said. 

“And I know that we got the dam of 
Ozzie Murdock from Terri Thompson, 
who is a longtime Maryland horse breeder. 
They had tried to race her and she wasn’t 
going to be much, so we got her for next 


to nothing. That was Donald’s thing. He 
loved to research pedigrees and look at 
nicking. We didn’t have big pocketbooks 
to be able to go to top-notch stallions for 
sure. That year, I think they were the only 
two mares that we ourselves bred.” 

Chicago CaUed’s lifetime record 
could perhaps best be summed up as 
“unremarkable.” By Aaron’s Concorde out 
of the Medieval Man mare Medieval Moat, 
he made six starts, finished third once 
and earned $1,800. By the Riva Ridge 
stallion Dover Ridge, Ozzie Murdock was 
produced from Britesparkle, by Private 
Terms. He never hit the board in his 11 
career starts, earning $1,125. 

And not one bit of that mattered to 
Robin or Donald Townsend. 

Chicago Called was foaled on the 
evening of March 24, 1997, and earned 
the nickname Oscar because he made his 
grand appearance during the Academy 
Awards broadcast. Ozzie Murdock was 
born a few weeks previously, Feb. 28, with 
a much more troublesome beginning. 
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“He was Britesparkle’s first foal, and 
she produced no milk—I mean none. At 
about 3-4 days, she did produce a little, 
but it was enough that he would no 
longer take Foal-Lac. So we were in kind 
of a bad spot, and our vet suggested 
goat’s milk. So he ended up being bottle- 
fed goat’s milk until he was 6 V 2 months 
old because I was like 'Nooo, I have 
to keep going longer to make sure he’s 
strong and big!’ 

“The interesting thing was we kept him 
with his mother because we felt like he 
needed to be socialized. And she was a 
good mother, but we tried to get him on 
a bucket and that didn’t work because the 
mare drank the goat’s milk. She loved it; 
thought it was great stuff” 

To further complicate an already 
dicey situation, the gray colt needed a 
plasma infusion after his birth. Robin 
was never sure whether he subsequently 
suffered from dummy foal syndrome or a 
reaction to the transfusion, but he lost all 
coordination and was unable to nurse. 

“We’d have to pick him up, and he was 
like a board—his whole body was rigid. I 
would stand him up and say Abu are the 
great and powerful Ozl’ So from there 
he became Ozzie. The Murdock came in 
because the very first man who sold us 
goat’s milk was named Steve Murdock. 

He wouldn’t take any money for the milk 
. . . we just kept taking him alfalfa for his 
goats. So when we registered the foal, he 
became Ozzie Murdock.” 

While their race records are similar, 
Oscar and Ozzie were—and still 
are-polar opposites. Small and late 
developing, Oscar was easy-going but 
timid. Quicker to mature, Ozzie was “an 
obnoxious brat,” Robin admitted. 

The Townsends always enjoyed taking 
their homebreds to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association’s yearling show 
every summer, and in 1998 Oscar and 
Ozzie were their only entrants. Judge Neil 
Howard saw enough in Oscar to pin him 
Grand Champion; Ozzie was fourth of 
15 shown in the same class. The pride is 
stiU evident in Robin’s voice 20 years later 
as she talks about the day. 

“We thought it was a great experience 
for our yearlings to go to the show 
and we enjoyed it. Oscar was the most 
successful, but we were also very proud 
of the fact that, for many years, we 
won the Groom’s Award in whatever 
class we were in. We probably won that 
eight or nine times. The final polishing. 


braiding, clipping—and I actually 
showed them—that was me. But Donald 
was the one monitoring the hay, feed, 
conditioning. We always said we could get 
our horses ready for the yearling show 
the week before that day because when a 
horse is doing well on the inside, it shows 
on the outside.” 

Years later, Donald Townsend would 
joke that Oscar “peaked at the yearling 
show.” A failed myectomy caused him 
problems, and since he showed no real 
promise he went home to the Keymar 
farm. He was eventually gelded, but for 
a time Donald used him as a teaser. It 
wasn’t exactly up his alley, according to 
Robin. 

“You could almost hear him thinking 
'Hey, I could get hurt doing this . . .’” 

Ozzie’s path was a much more broken 
road. He was claimed out of his first start, 
leaving Robin so devastated that she told 
Donald she was done with the racetrack. 
Donald always kept the business in per¬ 
spective, while Robin admittedly became 
extremely attached to Ozzie after his early 
difficulties. She tried in vain to convince 
her husband to get the horse back. 

Three years later, she was stunned 
when a friend called to say that Ozzie 
was in that day’s entries at Laurel. 
Unbeknownst to Donald, she jumped in 
the car for Laurel where she approached 
his trainer before the race and identified 
herself. Leaving her number, she asked 
the trainer to get in touch if the current 
owner decided to retire Ozzie. 


In six months — and much to her 
surprise—Robin got the call advising that 
Ozzie’s owner was very iU and would be 
dispersing aU of his horses. 

“Everything just had to line up. I’d 
never have known Ozzie was at Laurel if 
someone hadn’t called me. And I don’t 
know what possessed me to get in the 
car and go, because I had sworn I would 
never go back again. But then I took 
him to a place where I could ride, and I 
rode him for a few years before bringing 
him home to our farm. There’s a picture 
of Ozzie and Oscar on the first day 
they were reunited here. I am telling you, 
within minutes, they absolutely recognized 
each other. They immediately started 
scratching each other’s backs. So they 
have been together almost aU their adult 
lives. And I don’t know that Oscar has 
ever been turned out with another horse 
other that Ozzie.” 

Employed full-time at McDaniel 
College, Robin still lives on the farm with 
Oscar, Ozzie and three other horses. She 
takes care of aU five herself—morning 
feeding and turnout before work, and 
she’s back in the barn every afternoon 
when she returns home. It’s a routine 
she relishes, and her two elder statesmen 
thrive under her care. 

“I’ve told my whole family, 'Don’t 
expect there to ever be any inheritance.’ 
Ozzie and Oscar are going to outlive us 
all here at the farm. I’m going to have a 
trust fund for them, and I have no regrets 
in doing it.” ^

Hard decisions 
at San Luis Rey 

F ourmatt would have outrun the 

flames, and been at least a half-mile 
away in 44 seconds. 

Owhata Chief would have smelled the 
smoke a week ahead of time and simply 
walked out of the barn, by himself, and 
built a new life. 

No Way Tom would have walked 
circles in his stall-that’s all he ever did- 
and probably created some sort of 
protective vortex. 

Rollicking Run would have waited in 
her stall — calm, polite, patient to a fault. 
Her neighbor Lovely Duckling would 
have run through the back wall of her 
stall and cow-kicked the first person she 
encountered. 

Odd Man would have tunneled out of 
the barn, then run back in to try to rescue 
the feed cart. 

The fire at San Luis Rey Downs 
training center in California last month 
struck with such speed, force and danger 
that trainers and grooms turned horses 
loose as a last resort. Like plenty of other 


people in racing, I saw harrowing video 
of herds of panicked horses galloping 
through the stable area, read accounts of 
missing horses and heard tales of heroic 
efforts to save horses. 

I donated some money to the recovery 
effort, and fought back tears over the 46 
horses who perished. I marveled over the 
response of the industry, which raised 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
came up with clothing, bedding, tack, feed, 
hay, straw and anything else displaced 
horses and horsemen needed. 

Finally, I thought of all the horses I’d 
worked with at Delaware Park, Timonium 
and various farms during summers off 
from high school and college. Would they 
have survived a fire? Would they have 
handled running amok in a pack around 
the barn area? Would one of them have 
led the way for the others? Could I have 
turned them loose and chased them from 
their stalls? Would they have understood 
why? 

Every question was unimaginable. 

There were no champions in our barn, 
but there were some cool, classy horses, 
plus a few screwballs, a rogue or two, 
geldings, fillies, mares, colts, lead ponies. 

Maryland-bred Fourmatt won four 
of five as a 2-year-old in 1983 and took 
the Federico Tesio the next year. New 
Zealand-bred Owhata Chief was a top- 
class steeplechaser, and perhaps the 
smartest horse any of us ever knew. No 
Way Tom was a nut, plain and simple, but 
he made you root for him. Rollicking 
Run and Lovely Duckling were bay fiUies, 
and about as different as a sleeping 
Labrador Retriever and a Jack RusseU 
Terrier on Red BuU. Odd Man was a son 
of Round Table and a Swaps mare. Can 
you imagine? Ran 110 times. He won the 
Sussex Turf Handicap at Delaware Park 
and placed in a graded stakes on the flat. 
Then he became a hurdler. Perhaps more 
impressively, he could use his jaws like 
a steam shovel and pull up grass by the 
roots. 


They were young, old, fat, skinny, 
big, smaU, smart, dumb, mean, sweet, 
fast, slow and loved. To have been so 
out of options, to give up, to turn them 
loose and hope for the best feels like 
anti-horsemanship. It would have hurt, 
just as it surely hurt those horsemen in 
California. 

We never had a barn fire, but we—like 
anybody in this game — fretted about 
it. We checked extension cords like 
crazy, had extinguishers handy, posted 
No Smoking signs everywhere. But a 
fire would be an accident, some sort of 
remote possibility, and — other than in the 
close quarters of Timonium—unlikely to 
turn into a multi-barn disaster. 

San Luis Rey was no ordinary barn 
fire. It was more like a storm, hammering 
down on the facility and its 450 resident 
horses. Once the Lilac Fire, part of a 
rash of brush fires in California in 2017, 
turned toward San Luis Rey there was no 
escaping it. Some horses were evacuated 
early (you can read about one in the 
Stakes Winners section). Many more 
didn’t have time. 

Trainers, grooms, anybody really, did 
aU they could. They stuffed horses on 
vans and trailers. The vehicles were 
headed to Del Mar racetrack, nearby 
ranches, anywhere but San Luis Rey. 

When rigs arrived at Del Mar, 40 miles 
away, drivers were asked whose horses 
they were hauling but couldn’t answer 
the questions. The horses were horses, in 
need of a refuge. Who they belonged to, 
who they were, didn’t matter. 

Back at San Luis Rey, smoke fiUed the 
air, flames closed in, horses ran loose and 
barns burned to the ground. It looked 
like war. Forty-six horses died, and that’s 
as awful as it gets, but surely it could have 
been far more except for the heroes in the 
barn area and in the trucks. 

They made hard decisions, in a hurry, 
with the lives of horses in mind. My heart 
goes out to them. #

Back in 
the Game 


Three new stallions at Bonita 
join crowd in Maryiand

Fhen first-year stallion Norumbega died last June from colic, 
Bonita Farm’s Bill Boniface considered the prospects of starting 
over—again—and talked himself out of it. 

''This is the end,” he said of Bonita’s stallion program. The Darlington, 
Md., farm stood Etched, but the stallion wasn’t proving to be a commercial 
success and he would soon be sold to Korea. The aging Mojave Moon, 
pensioned and reduced to the role of teaser, would keep the stone stallion 
barn from being empty but Bonita had stood its last stallion. 


was so shook up,” he said of losing 
Norumbega, a Stuart Janney III product 
with a deep pedigree and the potential of 
attracting quality mares. “I reaUy meant 
what I said. But you can’t say these things. 
You know how a trainer can get mad at a 
jockey and say, Tm never going to ride that 
boy again?’ Well, you know what happens. 
You can’t say that.” 

Bonita got back on the horse, big 
time, for 2018 as the 75-year-old Boniface 
breathed new energy into that stallion barn 
in the form of three first-year horses — 
Grade 1 winner Dortmund, Grade 2 win¬ 
ner Kobe’s Back and the unraced but blue- 
blooded Alliance. The three newcomers 
are something of a sign, part of a large 
group of rookie stallions in the region. 
Breeding season starts next month, and the 
snowy days of early December were full 
of open houses, advertisements, newslet¬ 
ters, relocations, conversations, construc¬ 
tion projects, mare bookings and questions 
about how it would all turn out. 


In addition to Bonita’s three, the news 
includes: 

• Grade 2 winner Holy Boss at Mary¬ 
land’s Anchor and Hope Farm, which wiU 
also stand former Heritage Stallions horses 
Imagining and Bourbon Courage. 

• Grade 2 winner Blofeld at Maryland’s 
Murmur Farm. 

• Grade 2 winner Madefromlucky at 
Maryland’s Northview Stallion Station. 

• Grade 3 winner Divining Rod at 
Maryland’s Country Life Farm. 

• Uncle Mo’s half-brother Editorial, 
originally slated to stand with Street Magi¬ 
cian and Despite the Odds at Maryland’s 
Roland Farm, will start with that experi¬ 
enced duo at Heritage Stallions. 

As it has for the past few years, Mary¬ 
land rules the news cycle when it comes 
to stallions with new horses and new ven¬ 
tures in a variety of locations. Chesapeake 
City’s Heritage Stallions, a partnership of 
Dr. Tom Bowman, his son Dr. Brooke 
Bowman and Louis Merryman, split up 


with the October announcement that the 
Bowmans would stand stallions at their 
Roland Farm in Chesapeake City and 
Merryman and wife Grace would expand 
Anchor and Hope in Port Deposit. Tom 
Bowman said in mid-December that he 
reached an agreement to stand Editorial, 
Street Magician and Despite the Odds at 
Heritage, about a half-mile from Roland 
Farm. Heritage opened in 2014. 

Maryland adds at least eight new stal¬ 
lions, which will stress the salesmanship 
of the various farms involved and add 
fuel to the industry resurgence of the 
past five years. Purses, bonuses, incentives, 
opportunities and more have increased 
steadily. Stallions were always going to be 
the last piece of the puzzle, and remain 
so as Maryland searches-still-for the 
heirs to standout regional sires Not For 
Love, Allen’s Prospect, Two Punch, Polish 
Numbers and others. The state’s lack of 
sire power gets magnified in the sales ring 
as the offspring of unproven stallions 
struggle when in the catalog next to those 
from Kentucky. 

After several years of increases, the 
state’s mares-bred figure decreased in 2017 
to prompt a meeting of the state’s major 
stud farms in June. The discussion helped 
launch a new bonus for Maryland-sired 
horses-where the breeder of a state-bred, 
state-sired maiden winner gets an addition¬ 
al bonus. The extra money is designed to 
encourage breeders to use Maryland sires, 
the goal of aU of the state’s stud farms. 
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“As you can tell by the December sale, that’s 
the weakest part of the market,” Mike Pons of 
Country Life Farm said of the prices for young 
horses by local stallions. “[The new bonus] is a real 
payback, to the breeder. That’s who we’re after. We 
really want to keep the regional breeders here. We 
want to save them the money they’d spend ship¬ 
ping to Kentucky. We want them to breed here, 
and be eligible for more lucrative bonuses than 
if they were just Kentucky-sired Maryland-breds. 
There are going to be stallions whose babies can 
run with the babies from the Kentucky stallions.” 

As for who those stallions are, or when it 
happens, nobody knows. Pons hopes they stand 
at Country Life, which added Divining Rod to 
Mosler, Freedom Child, Friesan Fire and Super 
Ninety Nine, but is enough of a realist to know 
that there are no sure things. Though book size 
and auction prices matter, stallions prove them¬ 
selves on the racetrack. 

Can their sons and daughters run? That’s the 
ultimate question, and there are no shortcuts to 
the answer. 

“Around here, you really haven’t arrived until 
you’ve showed up on Maryland Million Day,” 
said Pons. “I love that. It doesn’t matter if you’re 
California Chrome or whoever, you’ve got to do 
it the old-fashioned way. The only way to find out 
what’s in the genetic bank of these stallions is to 
get plenty of mares to them and wait and see.” 

The game can take five years, sometimes more. 
Think about it. Maryland’s new stallions of 2018 
won’t have their first runners until 2021. Those 
horses will be 4-year-olds of 2023. 

“It’s five years in the pipeline,” Pons said of 
finding out about a stallion’s progeny. “It can be the 
most gratifying thing. It’s almost like you’re gold¬ 
mining. They’re like young kids trying to get to the 
major leagues. You’ve got to have all the skills and 
have a lot of luck. But it can happen. It will happen. 
There are several stallions that have been brought 
in to the region that have the right stuff” 

Merryman, whose career in the region includes 
time at Northview Stallion Station, Heritage and 
now his venture at Anchor and Hope, agrees with 
the long-term philosophy-especially after seeing 
the prices for Maryland-sired weanlings at the 
December sale. 

“None of us should be buying [stallions] with 
the sales in mind,” said Merryman. “What our goal 
has to be is a quality, sound, worthwhile racehorse. 
That’s what we should be working toward. If you 
work on stuff that you believe in and believe in 
your stallions and believe in your mares, the race¬ 
track sorts it out. They either run for you or they 
don’t. Right now, we believe feverishly in all three 
stallions that we have and we’ve put together a 
broodmare band we believe in. After that the job 
is getting foals on the ground and raising them 
really right.”

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Merryman spoke while looking at a 
weanling half-brother to Maryland- 
bred champion Jazzy Idea. The son of 
Imagining is growing up—fast—at Anchor 
and Hope, hinting at what might lie ahead. 

Like Pons and Merryman, Northview 
Stallion Station’s David Wade sees the stal¬ 
lion business as a long game. You don’t 
get there quickly. The venerable Maryland 
facility occupies the former Windfields 
Farm, home to the world’s leading sire 
Northern Dancer not all that long ago, and 
has ridden the fortunes of the industry’s 
peaks and valleys for years. 

Northview stands Great Notion, 
Maryland’s leading sire, and added Made- 
fromlucky to a roster that includes 2017 
rookie Golden Lad, Bandbox, Buffum and 
Redeemed (Orientate was recently pen¬ 
sioned). Other than Great Notion, whose 
2017 stakes winners include Crabcakes, 
Great Soul and Phlash Phelps, most are 
largely unproven while trying to fUl the 
big shoes left by the region’s big names at 
Northview since its founding in 1989. 

“They started here and made their 
careers here,” said Wade of most of the 
region’s top stallions. “Not For Love and 
Polish Numbers started out at $3,500 and 
proved themselves. The good stallions, as 
long as they can get enough mares, will 
shine through. Some of them are going 
to hit.” 

Regional breeders play a big role in 
that, and they have a long list to peruse. As 
Merryman said, breeding to a new regional 
stallion with the sales market in mind might 
be a recipe for going broke. Weanlings 
from the first and second crops of local 
stallions routinely went for $2,000 or less 
at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s December sale 
with a Super Ninety Nine colt being the 
bright spot at $24,000. 

The plan, most agree, must include 
breeding for the racetrack. Pick your spots 
on new horses and be patient. 

George Adams used to work at Country 
Life Farm and has built his Maryland- 
based Housatonic Bloodstock business to 
include buying, selling, racing and mare 
management. He’ll send a client’s mare to 
Blofeld this year, and was stiU mulling over 
some other decisions. 

“As exciting as these new stallions are, 
if you look at the sales of those kinds of 
horses they did not sell well,” said Adams. 
“There’s nothing wrong with them, they’re 
just unproven. I’d love to be able to breed 
more locally, but as somebody who can’t 
afford to breed to race yet it just doesn’t 
make sense. I can’t wait to have an excuse 
for that not to be the case.” 

Adams called Dortmund “a serious 
horse” for Maryland, and is excited for the 


prospects of several others. Blofeld, a son 
of Quality Road who won $745,420 on the 
racetrack, fits his client’s mare because of 
some Grey Flight blood but Adams also 
sees a fast racehorse with loads of stallion 
potential. Adams thinks Divining Rod will 
interest breeders, and will get mare support 
from a variety of sources. Holy Boss’ sire 
Street Boss might not have the pizzazz of 
some of the others in the region, Adams 
said, but the new stallion’s speed and race 
record will surely attract mares. Adams also 
has concerns about the amount of sires 
coming from the A.P Indy line, but the 
same could be said for Kentucky stallions. 

Regionally, Andiron, Fries an Fire, 
Gandhi, Jump Start and Scipion are by 
A.P. Indy. Aldrin, Baltimore Bob, Buffum, 
Declan’s Warrior, Freedom Child, Friend 
Or Foe, Kobe’s Back, Rule by Night and 
Super Ninety Nine are by sons of A.P. 
Indy. And stiU more, such as Divining Rod, 
are by grandsons of A.P. Indy. 

“You have some stallions bred along 
the same lines, but that’s how it happens 
sometimes,” Adams said. “There are good, 
young stallion prospects here. It’s really 
exciting, and if I was a stallion guy. I’d be 
ecstatic with my prospects.” 

The newcomers get the attention every 
year, but more veteran regional names 
command attention by simply producing 
solid performers. It’s difficult to get past 
Jump Start, who stands at Northview’s 
Pennsylvania division, when it comes to 
racetrack performances. 

Now 19, he is the proven stallion in 
the region with more than $53 m illi on in 


progeny earnings and major winners in the 
Northern and Southern Hemispheres. His 
58 stakes-winning sons and daughters are 
led by Argentine champion Idolo Porteno 
(Arg), Grade 1 winner Rail Trip, $2.2 mil¬ 
lion earner Prayer For Relief, Grade 2 
winners Pants On Fire and Miss Behaviour 
and a slew of others. Jump Start stands for 
$10,000, tops in the region. His Northview 
(Maryland) compatriot. Great Notion, 
stands for half that but also has a reputa¬ 
tion for consistently siring solid racehorses. 

“Every time a client says they want to 
breed to race, I teU them they’re going to 
get a horse that runs if they breed to Jump 
Start or Great Notion,” Adams said. “It’s 
a different model than some of the new 
horses, but it works. They’re solid regional 
stallions.” 

Class of 2018 

Like hotshot freshmen on a college bas¬ 
ketball team, the new stallions come from 
aU over and bring a variety of skills to the 
court. A quick look at a few reveals a simi¬ 
lar theme—confidence mixed with caution. 

The deal for Divining Rod at Country 
Life came late enough that he missed the 
stallion directory in December’s magazine, 
but that did little to quell early enthusi¬ 
asm. Country Life hosted an informa¬ 
tion session before the December sale at 
Timonium, featuring video of the horse’s 
races, and comments from owner Roy 
Jackson. The son of Tapit nearly went 
to Kentucky, but comes to Maryland in a 
partnership between Country Life, Jackson 
and his wife Gretchen’s Lael Stables and 
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In addition to the Bonita acquisitions, new stallions in Maryland include 
(clockwise starting on facing page) Madefromiucky at Northview Stallion 
Station, Blofeld at Murmur Farm, Holy Boss at Anchor and Hope Farm, 
Divining Rod at Country Life Farm and Editorial at Heritage Stallions. 
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“He’s the best looking big horse I’ve seen 
since Forego. He possesses the ground 
he stands on, a living sculpture of what a

Kentucky’s Gainesway Farm. Divining 
Rod will stand for $5,000, and will get 
support from each of the players involved 
in his ownership. The Jacksons, who live 
in Pennsylvania, have a strong broodmare 
band. Gainesway, which stands Tapit, plans 
to send 10 mares a year for the first four 
years. And Country Life brings a dozen or 
so, several in breeding partnerships formed 
by the farm. 

Divining Rod won five of 17 starts, 
and placed in nine others including a third 
in the 2015 Preakness Stakes-Gl behind 
American Pharoah and a photo-finish 
loss to Connect in the 2016 Cigar Mile 
Handicap-Gl. The latter defeat, by a head, 
may have ensured the path of Divining 
Rod as a stallion. 

“This horse was literally a few inches 
from being in Kentucky,” said Pons. “He 
stiU got the same speed figure the win¬ 
ner got and he’s standing for $20,000 [at 
Kentucky’s Lane’s End Farm]. We were 
fortunate in that regard.” 

In addition to the power of his sire 
Tapit, Divining Rod brings plenty of 
female family. His dam Precious Kitten 
won six graded stakes, earned just shy of 
$2 million and is a half-sister to leading sire 
Kitten’s Joy. All that made Divining Rod, 
who was based with Arnaud Delacour 
at Maryland’s Fair Hill Training Center 
throughout his career, an appealing pros¬ 
pect. The concept improved that much 
more because of the connections involved. 

“The mares are the key and without 
them you’re on the street corner aU by 
yourself,” said Pons, “so it’s important you 
have folks that own him that are ready and 
willing to send mares.” 

Between Gainesway, the Jacksons and 
mares Country Life controls. Divining Rod 
had 30 bookings before he ever set a hoof 
on the farm. 

Like Divining Rod, Dortmund brings 
a national reputation. Owned by Kaleem 
Shah and trained by Bob Baffert (and later 


Art Sherman) in California, the tail chest¬ 
nut won all three of his starts as a 2-year- 
old in 2014—including the Los Alamitos 
Futurity-Gl. He continued the streak as a 
3-year-old with wins in the Robert B. Lewis 
Stakes-G3, San Felipe Stakes-G2 and Santa 
Anita Derby-Gl. Unbeaten in six starts 
heading into the Kentucky Derby-Gl, 
Dortmund settled for third behind eventu¬ 
al Triple Crown winner American Pharoah. 
The son of Big Brown won twice more at 
3, finished second to California Chrome in 
the 2016 Awesome Again Stakes-Gl and 
was retired in 2017 with eight wins and just 
shy of $2 million in earnings. 

Boniface and Shah might seem like 
unlikely business partners at first glance, 
but there’s more to the story. 

Shah’s father trained two winners of 
the Indian Triple Crown, but discouraged 
his son from pursuing a career in rac¬ 
ing. Instead, Shah became a United States 
citizen, founded a technology company 
with major government and private-sector 
clients and became an owner in 1996. His 
top horses have included Grade 1 winners 
Dortmund, Bayern, Klimt, American Gal 
and Declassify. 

Shah opted to launch Dortmund’s stud 
career with Bonita and will back up the 
decision with several incentives for mare 
owners including one Boniface mentioned 
that guarantees a yearling sale price at least 
equal to Dortmund’s stud fee. 

“It just aU came together,” said Boniface 
of the stallion deal. “I’d been negotiating 
with him, and he’d been up here with his 
son so I knew him and been working on 
Dortmund for some time. The new status 
of Maryland racing and breeding was a big 
factor.” 

Then Boniface went to California and 
saw the horse up close. In a phone call 
to his wife Joan, he gushed about the 
prospects of bringing a new stallion to 
the farm. 


“He’s the best looking big horse I’ve 
seen since [1970s legend] Forego,” Boni¬ 
face said. “He possesses the ground he 
stands on, a living sculpture of what a 
Thoroughbred should look like. He’s the 
most exciting new stallion I’ve seen come 
in here in the last decade or two really.” 

Nobody talks up a horse better than Bill 
Boniface, but he’s got a point. Dortmund 
will make you stop and look. On a late- 
morning visit in December, the now 
6-year-old stood like he was made of 
bronze and stared off in the distance at 
something only he saw. Stud groom Sam 
Hopkins never let go of the shank, but 
Dortmund might not have noticed. 

“He’s a heU of a horse,” Boniface said. 
“Got a good mind. He’s good to work 
with. Does everything you want.” 

Dortmund wasn’t sure what to think 
of the snow that blanketed Bonita early in 
the season. 

“I don’t think he’d ever seen snow,” said 
Boniface with a laugh. “He was out in the 
paddock when it started one day, put his 
head straight up at the sky like, What is 
that?’ Then he got to running around and 
dancing at it.” 

By the second storm, the frozen stuff 
was no longer a novelty and the California 
boy was growing a rich winter coat. 

Dortmund wasn’t the only West 
Coaster getting used to winter in Maryland 
at Bonita as Alliance and Kobe’s Back 
took up spots in the stallion barn, once 
the home of Preakness winner Deputed 
Testamony. 

A son of Harlan’s Holiday, Alliance 
never raced but his half-sister (multiple 
champion and $4.4 million earner Tepin) 
and half-brother (multiple Grade 2 winner 
Vyjack) have that covered. The dark bay, 
owned by Larry Karp’s Barlar LLC, boasts 
a deep regional female family including 
Maryland-bred dam Life Happened from 
Green WiUow Farms and her predeces¬ 
sors, Round It Off, Capp It Off and 
Turn Capp from Oliver Goldsmith. Karp 
was involved in stallions at Northview in 
Pennsylvania, and will support Alliance 
with mares. 

A gray son of Flatter, Kobe’s Back 
earned more than $1 million while based 
in California with John Sadler and Peter 
Eurton. The Kentucky-bred competed in 
nothing but stakes, including a maiden- 
breaker over California Chrome and oth¬ 
ers. Kobe’s Back raced through age 6 in 
2017 and, like the others at Bonita, will 
get mare support from his owner (Lee 
Searing of CRK Stable). Boniface said 
Searing bought two mares at Keeneland 
November and planned to buy two more 
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at Keeneland January. All will be sent to 
Bonita to foal and be bred back to Kobe’s 
Back. 

“He believes in the horse,” said Boni¬ 
face. “He’s a neat looking horse, lot of 
personality. He got beat a neck in a Grade 1 
[the 2015 Santa Anita Sprint Championship 
Stakes] and was a pretty good racehorse. 
He fits the bill for a guy breeding to race.” 

Northview’s already deep Maryland 
lineup got a boost from Madeftomlucky, 
who won the 2015 West Virginia Derby-G2 
among others for trainer Todd Fletcher. 
The son of Lookin At Lucky won six races 
and earned more than $1.3 million. His 
dam Home From Oz is a fuU sister to Tapit 
and the female family includes other stal¬ 
lions Rubiano, Glitterman and Relaunch. 

“He’s a cool horse and we thought he 
had a really good resume for Maryland,” 
said Wade. “It’s difficult getting horses 
from sire’s families. When you look at his, 
there are several there. He’s a nice horse to 
introduce to Maryland.” 

Across Cecil County from Northview, 
work continues at Anchor and Hope. 
Merryman’s grandfather John, a noted 
Thoroughbred breeder himself, purchased 
the property in 1965 and used it as a 
base for a cattle operation. Horses came 
later, with Merryman’s parents Edwin and 
Sass. The birthplace of Maryland-bred 
champion Jazzy Idea, Anchor and Hope 
foaled some 45 mares in 2017 (while Louis 
Merryman also worked at Heritage in 
Chesapeake City) and may approach twice 
that this year. 

Third-year stallions Imagining and 
Bourbon Courage made the move from 
Heritage and wiU be joined by newcomer 
Holy Boss. The Grade 2-winning sprinter 
reportedly bred 95 mares in Argentina last 
year and has “at least 60” booked ahead of 
his 2018 season in Maryland, Merryman 
said. As a racehorse. Holy Boss won the 
Grade 2 Amsterdam at Saratoga plus the 
Chick Lang at Pimlico and two other 
stakes. The son of Street Boss also placed 
in two Grade 1 stakes (the King’s Bishop 
at 3 and the Vanderbilt at 4) while finishing 
behind champion Runhappy and multiple 
Grade 1 winner A. P. Indian among others. 

Like Divining Rod, Holy Boss isn’t that 
far off standing in Kentucky. 

“Holy Boss is a reaUy legitimate staUion 
prospect, he just happened to run into 
really good horses like A. P. Indian and 
Runhappy,” Merryman said. “The pieces to 
your first-year stallion prospects are there: 
conformation, pedigree and talent how¬ 
ever you want to measure talent. If a horse 
really fits the biU for every one of those, 
somebody’s taking them to Kentucky.” 


Merryman “got addicted to” Holy Boss 
after watching him finish third in the 2016 
True North Stakes-G2 at Belmont Park. 
Breaking from the inside post, he hobbled 
leaving the gate, had to wait behind horses 
until the stretch, rallied along the fence and 
lost by a length as Joking roared past on the 
outside to win in 1:08.04. Merryman loved 
the horse’s guts, as well as his speed, and 
put together a syndicate to buy Holy Boss 
from Jerry Durant last spring. He raced 
twice for Merryman with trainer Steve 
Asmussen, then started getting ready for 
a stud career. 

“He’s going to get off to a good start,” 
said Merryman. “We’re getting calls ear¬ 
lier in the year than we have and there are 
people calling about that horse already.” 

Construction was stiU in progress in 
December, but Holy Boss and company 
will cover mares in a new breeding shed 
and live in a new stallion barn. Plans also 
call for new broodmare and foaling stalls 
in a refurbished cattle barn and loads of 
new fencing. The construction wears on 
Merryman—how could it not?—but he’ll 
take investing in a project that belongs 
to him over one that doesn’t. Last year’s 
schedule included aU the work at home, 
plus Heritage, plus aU the miles of driving 
back and forth across Cecil County. 

“We’re not ready yet, but we’U be ready 
in time,” he said of the work to be done in 
December. “We foaled 45 last year without 
a renovated barn and while Grace worked 
at [Pennsylvania farm] Walnut Green and I 
was at Heritage.” 

Marketing Editorial 

Sean Feld is certain Editorial brings 
enough pedigree to promote when the 
son of War Front stands his first season 
in Maryland this year. The trick might be 
hustling a sufficient number of mares to 
breed to the half-brother to leading sire 
Uncle Mo. 


Therein lies the challenge for many 
new and established stallions in the state 
and the region at large. Feld long felt 
Maryland would be a good place to start 
a stallion with the pedigree and potential 
of Editorial, and obviously others thought 
the same. 

“We had been wanting to send a stallion 
to Maryland for a while and unfortunately 
for us we weren’t the only ones think¬ 
ing that,” said Feld, who runs the Climax 
Stallions operation which stand Editorial. 
“There’s like eight new ones this year. It’s 
going to be really, really tough competi¬ 
tion. We’ve had our eye on Maryland for a 
while. Good breeders live in Maryland and 
that area. We decided to go to Maryland 
before they announced the new incentives 
. . . but having those incentives helps us 
even more.” 

Editorial, bred and raced by Coolmore 
and trained by Todd Fletcher, broke his 
maiden in his second start going two turns 
on the grass at Gulfstream Park last winter. 
He retired early with a knee issue. 

Editorial was originally announced 
to stand alongside Street Magician and 
Despite the Odds, who stand for R. Larry 
Johnson’s Legacy Stallions, at the Bowman 
family’s Roland Farm. Dr. Tom Bowman 
was going to stand the stallions at Roland 
after not being able to reach an agreement 
last fall to stand them at Heritage Stallions. 
The longtime veterinarian subsequently 
reached a deal in December. 

The pairing of the team behind Edi¬ 
torial, a now 4-year-old out of the Arch 
mare Playa Maya, and the Bowmans came 
about because of a relationship between 
Tom Bowman and Feld’s father Bob (who 
worked for Sagamore Farm). 

Editorial is the first stallion Climax wiU 
stand in Maryland. The operation previ¬ 
ously stood Bullet Train, a three-quarter- 
brother to European Horse of the Year 
Frankel, in Kentucky before moving him

to Ireland; and stood Grade 1 winner 
Haynes field in California before accept¬ 
ing what Sean Feld said was “an almost 
ridiculous offer” to sell him to stand in the 
Middle East. 

Despite the competition for other new¬ 
comers and a finite number of local mares 
to draw from, Feld is excited to start 
Editorial in Maryland. 

“With Uncle Mo being white-hot it’s 
nice to have a brother and he’s by War 


Front, who isn’t as hot as Uncle Mo but 
definitely a hot one,” he said. “He’s got 
aU the parts. He’s 100 percent sound right 
now, and a good-looking horse. He’s prob¬ 
ably a tad bigger than most War Fronts, 
he’s correct, good attitude. 

“Number 1 for him is pedigree and 
Number 2 he showed ability. It would be 
different if he ran a few times and ran up 
the track, that would be hard, but he ran a 
reaUy good second first time out and then 


second time out he closed about 2 or 3 
lengths within the last 50 yards to get up. 
He had a reaUy good turn of foot. Then 
his looks. I like to think we’ve done a good 
job with aU of our stallions to make sure 
they’re above average physicals. The way 
the market is if you have a below average 
physical when you come to market nobody 
will even want you. Looks mean quite a bit 
in the market right now.” 

The rest of the story 

There’s more to the regional stallion 
marketplace than Maryland and its new 
horses, though summarizing the climate 
is akin to corralling loose weanlings on a 
windy day. 

The region lost a blossoming star in 
El Padrino, who died of colic in late 
November. The son of Pulpit was the 
region’s leading freshman and juvenile sire 
at the time while standing at Northview 
in Pennsylvania. He covered 89 mares in 
his first season and 109 in the second, 
and through Dec. 17 sired 10 winners 
in his first crop including stakes winners 
Enchanted Star and Whereshetoldmetogo. 

“It’s devastating to get a horse off 
to that good start and to lose him,” said 
Wade. “The guys, aU of us get attached. 
It’s hard. You do your best with them, but 
unfortunately it can happen.” 

Pennsylvania’s Pin Oak Lane Farm adds 
Almasty, a graded stakes winner by Scat 
Daddy. The 6-year-old joins Lord Shanakill 
and Last Gunfighter on the roster. 

West Virginia’s O’Sullivan Farms adds 
Aldrin to its roster of Declan’s Warrior, 
Gattopardo, Golden Years, Limehouse 
and Our Entourage. The newcomer won 
once in 14 starts, but packs plenty into 
his pedigree which is similar to that of 
Madefromlucky Aldrin’s dam Tap Your 
Heels produced Tapit, plus Ruby Slippers 
(the dam of champion and sire Rubiano). 

Two newcomers to stallion ownership 
have bolstered the ranks with established 
sires. 

Anni Howell of Virginia has pur¬ 
chased Grade 1 winner Mr. Sidney and wiU 
stand the 14-year-old son of Storm Cat at 
Beau Ridge Farm in Kearneysville, WVa. 
Formerly standing in France and Kentucky, 
he will now share the stallion barn with 
Fiber Sonde and Master Rick. 

The first stallion to take up residence 
at Rodney Eckenrode’s Equistar Training 
Center in Annville, Pa., will be multiple 
graded winner Crown of Thorns, who 
stood in Florida. A 13-year-old son of 
Repent, Crown of Thorns has two graded 
stakes horses in his first crop. ^ 
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Undefp^^ Grade l-winning 
tracWrecom-setter at 2 .

Mixed Emotions 

Weisleder dispersal fuels strong 
December sale at Timonium

I n the aisle, four rows from the back 
of the sales pavilion’s seating area, 
Clovis Crane knelt down like a base¬ 
ball catcher, set his jaw and watched Hip 
274-a chestnut gelding named M C 
Squared—walk into the ring. 

To Crane’s left, Cammy Weisleder dried 
her eyes and leaned into Crane’s shoulder. 
Crane gave her a kiss on the cheek as 
announcer Terence Collier paused the pro¬ 
ceedings for a message. 

Collier’s note was somber yet uplift¬ 
ing. The ending went like this: “. . . He’s 
a lovely looking horse, he’s been a very 
honest racehorse and he embodies pretty 
much everything that Harry was about in 


the racing world so let’s send him off on 
a good note.” 

The crowd at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
winter mixed sale, at Timonium, Md., 
Dec. 5, applauded and then watched as 
M C Squared closed the dispersal of 
Thoroughbreds owned by Dr. Harry 
Weisleder. The 72-year-old Pennsylvania 
dentist died of a heart attack in November, 
bringing a sudden end to a Thoroughbred 
operation that covered all corners. Weisleder 
owned racehorses, yearlings, weanlings, 
broodmares. With Crane, Weisleder was 
a frequent buyer and seller at Timonium 
and other auctions. His 34-horse dispersal 
helped Crane Thoroughbreds lead all con¬ 


signors with $733,500 in sales and helped 
fuel the mixed sale’s strongest returns in 
years. 

But it all came with a dose of pain. 

“Brutal,” Crane said a few minutes after 
M C Squared went to trainer Joe Sharp on 
a bid of $6,000. “I wish I could talk more 
about it but it’s hard. It’s just tough. He’s 
my best friend. I don’t know what else to 
say.” 

Crane and Weisleder connected “a 
dozen” years ago at Penn National, struck 
up a friendship and bought a horse togeth¬ 
er at—fittingly—Timonium. After that, they 
bought, sold, bred, owned, trained and 
raced horses together in just about every 
format imaginable. Most often, pinhooking 
ventures took center stage. Weisleder put 
up the money to buy yearlings. Crane put in 
the breaking/training work. Together, they 
produced sought-after 2-year-olds. For five 
consecutive years. Crane Thoroughbreds 
grossed more than $800,000 on juveniles 
offered at public auction. In 2016 and 
2017, the figure topped $1 million. 

“He and I were more like a father/son 
thing or just two buddies trying to make it 
in the world,” Crane said. “We believed in 
each other. It had nothing to do with going 
to buy expensive horses, it had everything 
to do with trying to buy good horses. 
Seven graded stakes horses came through 
our farm and Harry was a part of a lot of 
them.” 

Weisleder left many of the horse deci¬ 
sions to Crane, and went with his friend’s 
choices when it came to trainers, racing 
circuits, sales, purchases—most of the time. 

“Listen, if you think it can make money, 
let’s do it,” Weisleder frequently instructed. 
Crane just tried to do the right thing, but 
would also walk into the sales office with 
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a, “Doc just bought another one,” declara¬ 
tion. The relationship just worked. 

“What was cool about him was he 
trusted me,” Crane said. “It didn’t matter if 
I bought one for $2,000 or if I bought one 
for $100,000 or anywhere in between. The 
great thing about him was he knew that I 
was going to do the best that I could do.” 

Crane and Weisleder watched the 
Breeders’ Cup together Friday and 
Saturday, Nov. 3 and 4. Early Monday 
morning, Harry had a heart attack. Cammy 
Weisleder called Crane on the way to the 
hospital and by the time the trainer arrived 
his friend had died. In addition to his wife, 
Weisleder’s survivors include four children. 
The family didn’t share Harry’s passion 
for racing, well not at his level anyway, 
and a dispersal became the best solution. 
Crane could have engineered private sales, 
but opted for Timonium for several rea¬ 
sons-the auction setting was cleaner, the 
timing was right (barely) and there was 
always something about the regional mar¬ 
ket. Weisleder and Crane started there, and 
would finish there as weU. 

Crane texted Fasig-Tipton’s Paget 
Bennett the day Weisleder died. Would a 
dispersal fit in the December mixed sale? 
Entries were closed (sort of), catalogs were 
at the printer, all sorts of deadlines had 
passed. 

But Bennett and the team made it work. 
Nineteen Weisleder broodmares, weanlings 
and yearlings went into an addendum cata¬ 
log with a few other late arrivals. The sale’s 
horses-of-racing-age section was always 
going to be in a supplemental book at the 
end of the sale, so 15 horses went in there. 

Bennett was happy, and sad, to do it— 
because of Weisleder. 

“He was so refreshing to have on the 
sales grounds, just to have him around,” 
she said. “He was friendly, he cheered 
everybody on. He was good for the game. 
He and Clovis had a great thing going.” 

From a business standpoint, Weisleder 
and Crane probably bid on 60 horses a year 
at Timonium. 

The dispersal produced $649,500 in 
sales, topped by the $105,000 paid by 
trainer Linda Rice for then 3-year-old colt 
Carradine. Bred in New York by Will 
Farish, Carradine was purchased privately 
by Crane and Weisleder after not selling at 
the 2015 Timonium yearling sale. 

The bay colt won three of eight starts 
for Rice and Weisleder’s DASL Stable in 
2016 and 2017. The son of Grasshopper 
placed in the restricted Damon Runyon 
Stakes at Aqueduct in December 2016 
and was fourth as the favorite in the 2017 
Federico Tesio at Laurel. Off since, he’s

been training with Crane at Penn National. 
Rice felt fortunate to keep Carradine in 
the barn. 

“I love the horse,” she said. “We 
stopped on him this spring, did the right 
thing by the horse, gave him time and then 
it was such a shock to lose Doc. Clovis 
and I were heartbroken and so were a lot 
of other people. He was a great person. I 
never had a lot of horses for Doc, but I 
always had a few. He was such a sweetheart 
to work for and do well for. 

“I bought [Carradine] for another cli¬ 
ent. We’ll take him back to New York 
and hopefully we’ll have a good year with 
him. He was pretty successful for us and 
the New York-bred program is strong. 
Hopefully we can do well with him for 
everyone.” 


Carradine topped the entire sale and 
led a strong horses-of-race-age market, 
which included $75,000 fiUy Ingrid. Sold 
by Marshall Silverman for Black Swan 
Stable, the New York-bred daughter of 
Gemologist won her debut at Saratoga in 

2016, then added two more victories in 

2017. Purchased by James Keogh as agent, 
the now 4-year-old dark bay is a half-sister 
to seven winners including Grade 1 winner 
Sean Avery. 

Crane sold Midnight Union, a now 
4-year-old fiUy by Union Rags, for $55,000 
on a bid by Pigeon Creek. The Kentucky- 
bred came off back-to-back wins at Penn 
National, and a win at Laurel two days 
before the sale. Norco, a juvenile winner 
in 2016, sold for $50,000 to J. Stevens 
Bloodstock. The son of Algorithms raced 
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for the late Thomas Oliff and trainer Mike 
Trombetta, with a win (at Laurel Park) in 
five lifetime starts. 

The bidding went all the way to $205,000 
for Gibby, a now 3-year-old Tizway filly, 
but she did not meet her reserve and was 
retained by owner Joe Besecker. Racing for 
Scott Lake in 2017, Gibby won two of four 
starts and is a half-sister to the multiple 
graded stakes-placed Giuseppe the Great. 

Bennett called the value among the 
racehorse section the brightest light on a 
successful sale. Consignors had asked for 
such a division in the mixed sale for a few 
years and the idea took hold with a move 
to December (from January). 

“It was so rewarding to have the sup¬ 
port,” she said. “It was huge. HopefuUy, 
it’s just going to be better next year. Sellers, 
buyers, trainers wiU know that there’s an 
outlet and people are here looking to buy 
those kinds of horses. Clearly, people here 
want racing-age [horses]. They want to take 
them home and find a race.” 

Consignor Bill Reightler, who sold 
Norco among others, echoed Bennett. 

“Having that dispersal in there really 
helped things out, but it was amazing to 
see the horses-of-racing-age section of the 
sale,” he said. “[Buyers] want to believe 
that these things can go on and be produc¬ 
tive. Clearly what we can see from the sale 
post-mortem, the closer they are to the 
racetrack the better you do.” 

The Rest of the Market 

The weanling side of the sale was, as 
Reightler and others put it, “polarized.” 
A Pennsylvania-bred City Zip filly led the 
way at $80,000, but she was tempered by 
a large group at the bottom of the results 
sheet. That lower end was full of horses by 
unproven regional sires.

“I had a Super Ninety Nine that brought 
$24,000, which was a hell of a horse, but 
there were plenty of others that were really 
good weanlings that didn’t get a whole 
lot of respect,” said Reightler. “Clearly, 
that market is driven by pinhookers and 
not end-users. I felt pretty sad for some 
consignors who had weanlings by regional 
sires, but that’s the way it is. The regional 
sires are stiU behind. They don’t sell well 
until you get the first couple of horses that 
really start running and get a little more 
proven.” 

Just two regional sires made the top 
nine by weanling gross —Country Life 
Farm’s Super Ninety Nine (whose first 
foals are 2-year-olds of 2018) and Friesan 
Fire (whose first foals are now 5 years old). 

Consigned by Chris Gracie’s Gracie 
Bloodstock for New Jersey’s Joe-Dan 
Farm, the City Zip fiUy drew plenty of 
attention. The bidding stalled briefly at 
$67,000, then jumped to 70, 72, 75 and 
finally 80. Bidding from the back ring a few 
steps behind Gracie, Kentuckian Doug 
Arnold landed the prize. 

“I love them, absolutely love them,” 
Arnold said of the five horses (four wean¬ 
lings and a broodmare prospect) he pur¬ 
chased to claim leading-buyer honors. The 
City Zip fiUy was Arnold’s favorite wean¬ 
ling at the sale. The chestnut is the second 
foal of Geeky Gorgeous, who won 11 
races (six stakes) and earned $525,644 for 
Joe-Dan. 

“I love City Zip and I know everybody 
loves City Zip as a sire,” said Arnold. “The 
mare could really run. She’s a big pretty 
mare, and she’s got plenty of family. I think 
that was the best buy. That’s a Saratoga 
Select kind of yearling [for 2018].” 

Gracie, who won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup as an amateur steeplechase jockey in 
2003 and 2006, was as impressed as Arnold

when the filly joined the consignment at 
Timonium. 

“She came without X-rays or a scope 
or anything so we were a bit nervous but 
enough people scoped her and did the vet 
work that we knew she was going to do aU 
right,” Gracie said. “The right people were 
on her. She walked well, a nice fiUy Not 
many people bring a City Zip to a sale like 
this so we were happy to have her. She did 
really well.” 

Gracie went to the University of 
Kentucky, spent time with Eaton Sales 
and others in Kentucky and has gradu¬ 
ally expanded into his own business with 
a home base in Kirkwood, Pa. Gracie foals 
mares, and sells in the regional market. 

“I was looking for something else to 
do in the horse business when I got done 
riding,” he said. “We’re getting a lot of help 
in Pennsylvania right now, the incentives 
are good, and that helps a lot. It helps you 
get started. Hopefully we can keep it going 
a little bit.” 

Gracie also sold the top weanling’s dam. 
New Jersey-bred Geeky Gorgeous, on a 
bid of $39,000 from Aaron Sones. Arnold 
was the underbidder on the mare, in foal to 
Joe-Dan stallion Hey Chub, and used her 
to help gauge the weanling purchase. 

Arnold also landed a $50,000 wean¬ 
ling filly, a West Virginia-bred daughter 
of Daredevil and the Speightstown mare 
Music Town, from Reightler’s consign¬ 
ment. The chestnut, named Out Ona 
Limb, is from the family of millionaire 
Hawkster but drew more attention because 
of her first-crop sire, a Grade 1 winner as a 
2-year-old in 2014. 

Daredevil, a son of More Than Ready, 
won his first two starts—including the 
Champagne Stakes-Gl for trainer Todd 
Pletcher—and started as the favorite in the 
2015 Wood Memorial-Gl. He finished

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fourth there, and was ultimately retired 
to WinStar Farm where he covered 123 
mares in his first season. At Keeneland 
November, six Daredevil weanlings sold 
for $100,000 or more, and two others hit 
$60,000. Arnold felt like the Timonium 
filly measured up. 

“She’s just reaUy good looking,” he said. 
“Every time you looked at her you liked 
her more. I had seen the Daredevils down 
here and I liked this one the best.” 

The filly is the first foal for Music 
Town, who won four races in West Virginia 
for David and Susan Wantz before joining 
the broodmare band. The Wantzes, who 
campaigned Grade 1 winner Dance to 
Bristol, race most of their homebreds but 
dipped into the auction market as a way 
to diversify and produce some potential 
revenue. They raised a nice horse in Out 
Ona Limb. 

“She was a real star,” said Reightler, 
whose $24,000 Super Ninety Nine colt was 
also bred by the Wantzes. “She had a lot of 
her dam sire [Speightstown] in her and did 
everything right here.” 

Hip 164, a West Virginia-bred son of 
Shanghai Bobby, brought $67,000 to top 
the weanling colts. Takaro Farm consigned 
the gray/roan, a brother to seven winners 
including stakes winners Ullapool and John 
Barleycorn. Kieran MacDermott made the 
purchase. 

Unraced broodmare prospect Nakano 
Takeko sold for $70,000 to Repole Stable 
to lead the broodmare/broodmare pros¬ 
pect side. Consigned by Becky Davis for 
Sycamore Racing, the now 4-year-old 
daughter of First Samurai was a $100,000 
yearling purchase and is from the family of 
graded stakes winners Commissioner and 
Laugh Track. Mike Repole and St. Elias 
Stable had purchased her year-younger 
half-brother. Vino Rosso, for $410,000 at 
the 2016 Keeneland September yearling 
sale. In his first start at 2 at Aqueduct Nov. 
11, he broke his maiden easily from the 
Todd Fletcher barn. 

Carradine’s dam Summer Moon, in 
foal to Bodemeister, sold to Ed Price for 
$48,000. In addition to the sales-topper, 
the daughter of Maria’s Mon has produced 
six-time winner Moon Baby and four-time 
winner Moon Hopper. M’Dearest, also 
in foal to Bodemeister, checked in just 
behind Summer Moon at $47,000 on a bid 
by Bruno Tessore. Consigned by Reightler 
for Jim Miller, the gray/roan mare has two 
foals, the oldest now 3 who has not started. 
Reightler and Miller also sold Belle Ete, in 
foal to Carpe Diem, for $40,000 to Rachid 
Brothers.

Maryland-bred juveniles pull sweep 
of South Carolina residency stakes

G ary Capuano admitted to taking a bit 
of a shot with his runner in one of 
the two South Carohna Residency 
Races that highlighted Thanksgiving 
Weekend at Laurel Park. 

Hamilton Smith admitted to being 
happy for his owner, the former head of 
the South Carolina Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association, after winning 
the other. 

Both dehvered upsets in the stakes 
on the Nov. 25 card the Saturday after 
Thanksgiving, Capuano sending out 
Whirhn Curhn to a win at nearly 24-1 in 
the $50,000 Christopher Elser Memorial 
and Smith sending out Fanniebellefleming 
to score as the longest shot on the board in 
the $50,000 Donna Freyer. 

The two 6-furlong races are open to 
2-year-olds that spent at least 90 days in 
South Carolina between Jan. 1 and June 30. 
Known as the South Carohna Residency 
Races, the Freyer and Elser were created 


in 2005 and were previously run at Parx 
Racing. 

FanniebeUefleming started the upsets, 
winning the Freyer at 10-1 by 214 lengths 
under Jomar Torres over favored Kapalua 
Starhght. The victory ended a three-race 
losing skid for the Maryland-bred daughter 
of Freedom Child, who broke her maiden 
in early September at Laurel. 

Bred by Glennie Martin, FanniebeUe¬ 
fleming won for Smith and owner Lee 
Christian, the former president of the 
South Carohna TOBA. The fhly was raised 
at the EUoree Training Center in EUoree, 
S.C., owned and operated since 1973 by 
Smith’s brother Franklin “Goree” Smith. 

“My brother thought a lot of this fiUy 
when he sent her up to me. I hope she 
improves,” Smith said. “I’m glad for Lee 
and it’s nice for South Carohna. I’m glad 
to have the races here and I hope they 
continue to have them here. It was very 
nice to win it. 


“She had one race where she got in 
some trouble and should have run better, 
but other than that what you see on her 
form is what she did.” 

FanniebeUefleming, out of the Two 
Punch mare Ruby Peak, returned two 
weeks later to finish seventh of 10 in 
the $100,000 Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship Dec. 9. Limited View was 
an easy winner of the 7-furlong stakes, 
scoring by 6 lengths for trainer and co¬ 
owner John Salzman Jr. and his partners 
Fred Wasserloos and George Greenwalt. 

Marathon Farms homebred Whirhn 
Curhn scored the second upset at nearly 
24-1 in the Christopher Elser, named for 
the son of longtime South Carohna-based 
horseman Kip Elser. 

Capuano sent the winner into the Elser 
off back-to-back sixths in maiden specials 
at Laurel Oct. 9 and Nov. 4. The second 
longest price in the field of seven made 
the move look shrewd with a 2 y 2 -length 
win under Jevian Toledo with Jumpmaster 
second. Chinquapin third and 6-5 favorite 
Hidden Funds fourth. 

“He reahy ran good today,” said Capu¬ 
ano, who also won the 2016 Elser with O 
Dionysus. “We tried to put a httle speed 
into him and took a shot in this race. He’s 
been training real good. We were just kind 
of taking a flier. Down the backstretch he 
just started taking off and I knew he was 
going to be tough from there.” 

The third winner on the card for 
Toledo, the son of Curhn is a half-brother 
to 2015 Maryland Milli on Lassie winner 
Lexington Street out of the Storm Cat 
mare Lexington Girl.

Clever Mind, the winner 
of the Maryland MiUion Nursery Stakes in 
his debut and 3-10 favorite, was third. 

STAKES SIX PACK 

Laurel hosted six stakes worth $575,000 
on the Nov. 11 Ben’s Cat Day card, includ¬ 
ing the $100,000 Richard W Small for 
older horses and $75,000 Geisha for older 
Maryland-bred or -sired fllhes and mares. 

Claudio Gonzalez, seven wins up in 
the trainer standings through Dec. 12, 
won both. He sent out Euro Stable’s 
My Magician to win the Geisha and BB 


Horses’ Afleet WiUy to take the Small. 
Afleet Willy overcame a slow break that 
took him out of his usual front-running 
style and rallied late to win by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length over Discreet Lover. Just 
Call Kenny finished third, a neck in front 
of Watershed with Page McKenney fifth 
as the 5-2 favorite. 

Afleet Willy’s victory was his fourth 
from seven starts during his 4-year-old 
season in 2017 and the 10th of his career 
from 24 starts. The Kentucky-bred son of 
Wilburn out of the Afleet Alex mare Afleet 
Frio boosted his earnings to $367,735. 

“He broke really bad and I was wor¬ 
ried,” Gonzalez said. “He had to check 
right on the turn and then he had to run 
all the way outside. He’s been doing really 
good. He breezed good and was training 
good and doing everything really good. I’m 
very proud of the horse. He loves it here. 
He’s a good horse. These were some really 
nice horses.” 


My Magician opened the stakes action 
and scored Gonzalez’s first winner of 
the day at 3-5 in the Geisha. Claimed out 
of the Black-Eyed Susan Day opener for 
$25,000, the Street Magician mare added 
the Geisha to a victory in the Dashing 
Beauty Stakes in July at Delaware Park and 
an allowance in September at Timonium. 

Prince of Hempt, a Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Majestic Warrior, shipped out of 
Parx for the first time and ran his record 
to 4-for-4 with a win in the $100,000 City 
of Laurel Stakes for 3-year-olds. Owned 
by Thomas McClay and trained by Tim 
Kreiser, Prince of Hempt won by a length 
over Tale of Silence with Sonic Mule third. 
No Dozing finished fourth, El Areeb sixth 
in his comeback and 2-1 favorite Honor 
the Fleet last of eight in the 7-furlong 
stakes. 

Bred by Donald Brown Jr. out of the 
Broken Vow mare Promised Treasure, 
Prince of Hempt brought a $30,000 bid at

Stakes Three-Pack 

Discreet Lover, Bronx Beauty, 

Chief Lion highiight Thanksgiving eve

Discreet Lover makes it look easy in the Swatara Stakes on a big Thanksgiving Eve card. 


P enn National Race Course again 
rolled out a trio of stakes for its 
Thanksgiving Eve card and the night 
featured the first stakes win for a colt that 
ran against the likely Horse of the Year 
twice last summer, a Pennsylvania-bred 
filly’s third win from four starts and a vic¬ 
tory by a New York shipper in the feature. 

Owner/trainer Uriah St. Lewis caught 
lightning in a bottle when he paid only 
$10,000 for a 2-year-old son of Repent 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale at 
Timonium in May 2015. Subsequently 
named Discreet Lover, he has earned 
$527,110 since—including a victory in the 
$100,000 Swatara Stakes Nov. 22. 

Discreet Lover earned his keep in stakes 
competition since he was a 2-year-old, most 
notably with placings in the $500,000 Ohio 


Derby and $100,000 Parx Derby. Last sum¬ 
mer he competed against Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl winner and probable Horse 
of the Year Gun Runner twice in Grade 
1 events at Saratoga—the Whitney Stakes 
and Woodward Stakes—but it wasn’t until 
the Swatara that he earned his first black- 
type victory. 

Sent off as the favorite in the lVi6-mile 
Swatara, Discreet Lover raced in the two 
path through the first half-mile, tracking 
early pacesetter Johnny Jump Up. Jose 
Flores urged the colt to the lead on the 
far turn, and he arrived at the head of the 
lane with a comfortable lead. He was never 
seriously threatened to the wire and com¬ 
pleted the distance in 1:41.84, just missing 
the nearly 40-year-old track record set by A 
Letter to Harry of 1:41.20. 


Discreet Lover’s dam, the Discreet Cat 
mare Discreet Chat, is a half-sister to mil¬ 
lionaire Desert Code, who captured the 
inaugural Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint in 
2008 and now stands at stud in Cahfornia. 

St. Lewis has been a long-time resident 
of the Parx Racing backstretch, having 
stabled there since the early 1990s. Discreet 
Lover is his leading runner and he’s also 
trained stakes-placed VaUeyman ($270,350) 
and stakes winners Arty’svirginiagirl 
($254,417) and Hokey Cokey ($212,409). 

■ The opening stakes of the night, the 
$100,000 Blue Mountain Juvenile Fillies for 
state-breds, featured a wild scramble down 
the stretch with Bronx Beauty besting 
runner-up Indian Beauty by a half-length. 

Indian Beauty went off as the favorite 
in the field of nine off a strong maiden 
win at Penn National Oct. 26 and took the 
lead in midstretch. Bronx Beauty launched 
a three-wide rally into the stretch and took 
the lead in the lane en route to victory. 

Bronx Beauty came into the Blue 
Mountain with an impressive resume. Bred 
by Blackstone Farm and based in New 
Jersey with trainer Anthony Margotta Jr., 
the daughter of Liaison debuted a winner 
at Penn National July 13, and then won the 
Colleen Stakes at Monmouth Park Aug. 5. 
She finished fourth in the Mrs. Henry D. 
Paxson Memorial at Presque Isle Downs 
Sept. 17, but redeemed herself in the Blue 
Mountain. 

The gray/roan out of the Rockport 
Harbor mare Forever Sunshine boosted 
her bankroll to $120,720. 

■ The field for the featured $200,000 
Fabulous Strike Stakes, named for the 
Grade 1-winning Pennsylvania-bred who 
was stabled at Penn National through¬ 
out his career, featured PJG Stable’s mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner Favorite Tale, 
Maryland Million Sprint Handicap win¬ 
ner and 9-5 favorite Blu Moon Ace and 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt Stakes-Gl runner-up 
Awesome Banner. 

The Fabulous Strike took a dark turn 
early as Blu Moon Ace suffered an injury in 
the opening quarter-mile of the 6-furlong 
contest and was pulled up. That left the 
door open for the David Jacobson-owned 
and trained Chief Lion to overcome a bob- 
bhng break and estabhsh a 2-length lead 
until deep stretch while being chased by 
Favorite Tale. Inside the eighth pole, jockey 
Martin Garcia—who recently moved his 
tack from Southern Cahfornia to the East 
Coast—got busy on Chief Lion and had 
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Malibu Moon-Gabby's Love

■ Another November 2-year-old maiden 
special weight winner was William Hart¬ 
well’s Ms Teek, a Pennsylvania-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Munnings bred by his wife Frances 
Hartwell. 

Ms Teek defeated eight other state-bred 
foes Nov. 8, opening up a 4-length lead 
in midstretch and holding off Jazz HaU 
to win by a neck. Trainer Flint Stites then 
tried Ms Teek against stakes company in 
the Blue Mountain Juvenile, where she 
finished fifth. 

The Hartwells have bred and owned 
many talented runners over the years, 
including multiple stakes winner and grad- 
ed-stakes placed Golddigger’s Boy, who 
earned $585,985 and stands in Pennsylvania.

Dates Details 

Purse projections cited for decrease 
in 2018 dates requested in the state

A S 2017 turned to 2018, it seemed 
a good bet Hollywood Casino at 
Charles Town Races would begin its 
new racing season Jan. 10—barring inter¬ 
ference from severe winter weather or 
adverse track conditions. 

It’s fitting that the West Virginia legis¬ 
lature is scheduled to begin its annual ses¬ 
sion the same day, because lawmakers this 
year may consider several bills that could 
impact pari-mutuel racing. One would deal 
with the reason Charles Town, in late 
November, could only release a racing cal¬ 
endar for the first four months of the year. 

Charles Town, during the Nov. 28 West 
Virginia Racing Commission meeting, 
apphed for 220 racing dates, the minimum 
permitted by a state statute many racing 
stakeholders beheve needs to be revised. 
The request was approved, and Charles 
Town then apphed for a reduction to 162 
racing programs, about the same number 
it eventuaUy received approval for in 2017. 

In a letter to the commission, the 
Charles Town Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association signed off on the 
request for 2018 dates. 

But the approval process requires the 
racing commission to hold a 10-day pubhc 
comment period to see if there are objec¬ 
tions; if there is opposition, a hearing must 
be held in Jefferson County to determine 
the appropriate number of days. 

Charles Town and the horsemen’s 
group cited “purse projections” for the 
requested number of days. Both parties 
have agreed in recent years that it’s impera¬ 
tive to maintain purses at a certain level to 
remain competitive with other tracks in 
the region. 

Mountaineer Racetrack apphed for its 
statutory minimum of 210 racing pro¬ 
grams at the November meeting but didn’t 
apply for a reduction. It did so in 2017 and 
ended up offering 150 programs. 


Mountaineer lobbyist Nelson Robinson 
said statute hsts the reasons for a reduc¬ 
tion, and purses isn’t one of them. The 
WVRC, however, moved forward with 
Charles Town’s request as it did last year. 

“The conservative approach is better 
than slashing purses,” said Joe Moore, 
the commission’s executive director. “That 
would be detrimental to racing.” 

The two West Virginia tracks have had 
to choose between fewer dates and level 
purses or more dates and lower purses 
because of steady reductions in the amount 
of revenue racing receives from video lot¬ 
tery terminals and table games. Lawmakers 
have also played a role by passing legisla¬ 
tion that has shifted purse money to other 
state programs. 

In an unusual occurrence in 2017, it was 
the horsemen’s group, not Mountaineer 
management, which pushed for the reduc¬ 
tion to 150 dates. Indications are that will 
be the case again this year. 

“Purse structure is a big issue because 
if the number of horses drops, export 
handle goes down and people leave,” said 
Jami Poole, president of the Mountaineer 
HBPA. “Purse money is a big issue.” 

Mountaineer, which for decades raced 
year-round, didn’t open until mid-April 
in 2017 as part of a bi-state circuit with 
nearby Mahoning Valley Race Course in 
northeastern Ohio. Charles Town, how¬ 
ever, remains a 12-month operation and 
therefore released a schedule for the first 
part of 2018. 

Racing will be held four days a week 
(Wednesdays through Saturdays) at 7 p.m. 
with the exception of Saturday, April 21, 
when first post time will be 12:30 p.m. to 
accommodate the Charles Town Classic 
Stakes-G2 program. The calendar for the 
rest of the year will be released after final 
approval by the WVRC. 

The racing commission’s legislative 
wish hst includes bills that would give it 


a percentage of export handle and switch 
racing hcensees to a fiscal year rather than 
calendar year renewal schedule. Another 
biU with much larger scope would autho¬ 
rize West Virginia to join an interstate com¬ 
pact to facihtate passage of rules on equine 
medication and drug-testing standards. 

The Association of Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International, which counts the 
WVRC as a member, floated the compact 
concept several years ago as a means to 
allow member states to adopt model medi¬ 
cation and testing rules simultaneously. 
Currently, the timing of adoption depends 
on differing statutes in various states. 

The Mid-Atlantic region, which was at 
the forefront of adoption of the National 
Uniform Medication Program, has taken 
the lead on the compact. Legislation being 
made available to state officials was pre¬ 
pared in conjunction with individuals who 
speciahze in compacts and was vetted by 
racing regulators in states that have an 
interest in pursuing it. 

As of early December, the WVRC 
and Delaware Thoroughbred Racing Com¬ 
mission had endorsed the compact legisla¬ 
tion. Maryland has indicated support while 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and New York 
are expected to follow suit. 

The interstate compact can become 
effective when two states pass the legis¬ 
lation. Proponents, including the Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Association, have 
also received positive feedback from racing 
states outside the Mid-Atlantic region. 

“Some folks in the Mid-Atlantic region 
took the lead on the legislation,” said KeUi 
Talbott, who serves as senior deputy attor¬ 
ney general for the WVRC. “Conference 
calls with other states were held to iron out 
any questions states had and we were given 
a final product everyone agreed upon. The 
idea is that each state would pursue identi¬ 
cal legislation.” 

West Virginia regulators, who have 
adopted uniform medication rules from 
the outset, are hindered by state statute 
that requires rule requests to be submitted 
in June the year before the legislature can 
pass them. The compact would fast track 
the rule-making process, which has been 
criticized by those who prefer passage of 
federal legislation governing medication, 
testing and penalty enforcement. 

The compact would recognize and 
rely upon the longtime system where¬ 
by the Racing Medication and Testing 
Consortium and ARCI propose and adopt 
model rules related to medication and drug 
testing after offering industry stakeholders

and scientific advisers time to comment on 
any proposals. 

Meanwhile, an important behind-the- 
scenes project at Charles Town is under¬ 
way, but the WVRC in November tabled a 
request by the racetrack for a major capital 
improvement fund expenditure pending 
receipt of further information. 

Charles Town is a “Concentrated 
Animal Feeding Operation” and there¬ 
fore must meet updated regulations from 
the federal Department of Environmental 
Protection. The racing commission ear¬ 
lier approved a request by Charles Town 
for $500,000 from the Racetrack Video 
Lottery Capital Improvement Fund to 
cover the initial phase of the project; it 
tabled a request for another $653,000. 

It’s a major but necessary undertaking 
that could cost $2-3 miUion in total over 
a period of years. Charles Town must be 
comphant by 2021, said Erich Zimny, vice 
president of racing operations at the track. 

“The requirements of the permit and 
the project have changed over a couple of 
years,” Zimny said in response to a request 
from racing commissioners for a firm cost 
outline. “We need to have this permit to 
operate racing.” 

WVRC member Ken Lowe suggested 
Charles Town management first look into 
whether federal funds are available through 
the Chesapeake Bay Program, which falls 
under the federal EPA. The Eastern Pan¬ 
handle is part of the Chesapeake Bay 
watershed. He also asked for more details 
on the project contract at a future meeting. 

As for the project’s impact on racing, 
Zimny said the 3-furlong training track on 
the property may have to be closed for a 
period of time, but other than that racing 
would continue uninterrupted. 

FAMILY AFFAIR 

When it comes to family, the results of 
the Eleanor Casey Memorial Stakes for 
2-year-old state-bred fillies Dec. 2 couldn’t 
have been much better. 

The top two finishers—Bound to Wind¬ 
sor and B’s Wild Cork-are owned and 
bred by Taylor Mountain Farm and trained 
by James W Casey, owner of the farm and 
breeding operation. His wife, Eleanor, an 
integral part of the operation, died in 2005 
and has been remembered by the track 
with a stakes in her honor. 

Imagoodchatterbug, who finished third, 
is owned by Kristy Petty and trained by the 
Caseys’ son, John. 

Bound to Windsor, by Taylor Mountain 
sire Windsor Castle out of the Boundary 


mare Bound To, is carrying on a long tradi¬ 
tion for the Casey family when it comes 
to exciting West Virginia-bred 2-year-olds. 
In five starts through early December, the 
fiUy had four wins and a fifth for earnings 
of $118,601. 

Ridden by Christian Hiraldo, heavily 
favored Bound to Windsor raced on the 
lead under pressure for a half-mile in the 
7-furlong Casey Memorial and then acceler¬ 
ated clear to win by 5 lengths. But her previ¬ 
ous start may have been more impressive. 

In the $63,012 West Virginia Futurity, 
which is open to all state-bred 2-year-olds, 
the filly talked from off the pace to defeat 
Taylor Mountain Farm’s highly regarded 
William and Mary, a homebred gelding by 


Windsor Castle who entered the race unde¬ 
feated in two starts, by a half-length. It was 
9Va lengths back to third. 

Bound to Windsor broke her maiden 
in her career debut at Charles Town Aug. 
15 and immediately drew attention. She 
stumbled at the start and was last of 10 
but circled the field to draw away by 214 
lengths—unusual in a 41/2-furlong race. 

Bound to Windsor could only spht the 
field in her next start, the Rachel’s Turn 
Stakes for state-bred fikies, but rebounded 
when it counted with a comfortable vic¬ 
tory over favored Noblame at 15-1 in 
the $75,000 West Virginia Triple Crown 
Nutrition Breeders Classic Stakes Oct. 14.

Successful Search 

American Talent shows promise 
for Nations during 2-year-old season

S tony Brook Stables’ American Talent 
lived up to his name in 2017, winning 
two of five starts, placing in the Strike 
Your Colors Stakes and earning a spot in 
the Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes in his 
young career. 

The Pennsylvania-bred son of Talent 
Search out of the Great Notion mare 
Youland, bred by Glenn Brok and foaled 
at his Diamond B Farm in MohrsviUe, won 
a $63,010 allowance for 2-year-olds at Parx 
over a muddy track Nov. 13 to push his 
earnings into six figures. 

Dispatched at 3-10 in the 6-furlong 
affair, American Talent went to the lead 


at the break and won by 1 length over 
Tudox Expectations in 1:11.33. Trainer 
Keith Nations sent out American Talent 
for his debut at Parx in mid-July, and the 
bay gave a hint of things to come, blasting 
to a 7!4-length victory going 5 furlongs. 

Nations then tried the Strike Your 
Colors in August at Delaware Park, where 
he stabled over the summer. American 
Talent sat off the early pace of Wonder 
How, who ripped off splits of :21.83 and 
:45.51, and grabbed the lead in the lane. 
American Talent surrendered to Kowboy 
Karma late but saved the runner-up spot, 
IVi lengths behind the winner. 


American Talent came back Oct. 22 in 
an allowance at Parx, but couldn’t over¬ 
come a troubled break and a loose-on-the- 
lead Diamond King, settling for second 
as the betting choice. But despite the final 
result, the effort set him up for the allow¬ 
ance victory three weeks later. 

“He was broken at Webb Carroll’s farm 
in South Carolina, and they were pretty 
high on him, and he breezed really well,” 
said Nations. “I was equally impressed 
when I started working him. And then we 
had to ship him for his first start from 
Delaware to Parx, and he handled every¬ 
thing like a pro. Jose [Ferrer] couldn’t 
believe how good he was in the paddock 
and in the gate.” 

Nations said that American Talent is a 
strong colt with good length. 

“Some of the exercise riders that have 
been on his back think that he could be a 
route horse, even though his breeding sug¬ 
gests otherwise,” said Nations. 

Stony Brook Stables is the nom de 
course of New Jersey resident Gina 
Brooks, for whom Nations trains between 
six and eight horses during the year.

American Talent endured a wide trip 
when fifth in the $120,750 Pennsylvania 
Nursery Dec. 2. Daniel McConnell’s home¬ 
bred Prince Lucky, like Kowboy Karma a 
member of trainer Larry Jones’ string, won 
the 7-furlong Nursery as the 4-5 favorite 
by 2y4 lengths. Out of the Great Notion 
mare Lucky Notion, the son of Corinthian 
improved to 3-for-4 with the victory. 

■ Messner’s stay in the Keystone State 
was short, but he did leave behind some 
runners that continue to earn money for 
their owners and breeders. One, Wildcat 
Combat, scored a hard-fought victory in 
a $59,830 allowance test Nov. 25. The win 
was her second straight and pushed her 
2017 earnings to $105,687. 

The fiUy, out of the Lion Heart mare 
She Is a Lioness, didn’t start at 2 and made 
her debut at 3 last May at Penn National 
for owner/breeder Donald Brown Jr. She 
needed five starts to find the winner’s 
circle, but has become a consistent earner 
with wins or placings in eight of nine starts. 
She changed hands twice before ending up 
in the barn of Miguel Penaloza and Lyno 


Maraspin, the trainer-owner team she won 
for in November. 

Messner, a three-quarter brother to 
leading sire Malibu Moon, stood at the 
now-defunct Penn Ridge Farms in Harris¬ 
burg. He was exported to Venezuela, but 
his two small American crops resulted in 
26 foals of racing age and 10 winners of 
more than $550,000. 

■ Trainer Alan Goldberg often sends 
his promising, well-bred juveniles to Parx 
from his private training center in Colts 
Neck, N.J., and when he does handicappers 
usually notice. 

Such was the case when Goldberg put 
Colts Neck Stables’ homebred Act Now, 
a daughter of Street Sense out of the 
Bernardini mare Always Trouble, on the 
van to Bensalem for her career debut. Sent 
off as the 4-1 third choice and facing nine 
rivals. Act Now won by IV 2 lengths under 
Jevian Toledo. 

Act Now is the first foal out of Always 
Trouble, a half-sister to multiple graded 
stakes winner and young sire Fed Biz, also 
bred by Colts Neck. She’s from the family 
of champion Johannesburg, top sire Tale 
of the Cat and Grade 1 winner Joking. 


■ Trainer John Servis’ strong 2017 season 
continued into November and included 
a successful return to the races of stakes 
winner Miss Locust Point. 

Miss Locust Point, owned by Jim 
Reichenberg and Bruno De Julio, broke her 
maiden at 2 at Parx before capturing the 
$100,000 Gin Talking Stakes at Laurel Park. 

Servis sent the daughter of 2016 lead¬ 
ing freshman sire Dialed In to Gulfstream 
Park, where she was fifth as the favorite in 
the $200,000 Forward Gal Stakes-G2 in 
early February. Sent to the sidelines after 
that race, she didn’t start again until Nov. 
11, when she came back in a 6-furlong 
allowance. 

Off as the 3-5 favorite and break¬ 
ing from the outside slot. Miss Locust 
Point raced in third and just behind the 
early leaders before taking command and 
winning by 3 lengths over Tazkeya. She 
recorded her second stakes win Dec. 9 in 
Laurel Park’s $100,000 WiUa On the Move 
Stakes by 2y4 lengths to up her record to 
four wins from six starts, for earnings of 
$198,960. *

Bruton Street-US zips to NSA owner title

A nn Hankin had reached her nadir. 
There is no nadir like the one expe¬ 
rienced by the mother of the jockey 
Connor Hankin was riding, Ann Hankin 
was worrying and Mike Hankin was about 
to start reacting. 

“If Fm going to get this stressed out, 
can we at least get faster horses?” Ann 
said to her husband in 2013, somewhere in 
the middle of their son Connor’s l-for-22 
riding career. 

Not exactly Newton’s Law of Relativity, 
but, let’s call it the Steeplechase Law of 
Family Involvement. 

Son needs faster horses + Mom wants 
faster horses = Dad finds faster horses. 

That’s when everything changed for the 
Hankins’ racing operation. They had won 
the Maryland Hunt Cup with Bug River, 
trained by Regina Welsh, in 2004 and 2006 
but it was a lark, a home-based, family- 
run hobby concentrating on the Maryland 
timber races. 

“We were doing it for fun. And it was 
fun,” Mike Hankin said in December. 
“Regina was training off our farm, the kids 
were into it, but it was mainly Maryland 
timber, it was a much different focus, we 
had no exposure to hurdle races. It was 
very, very different.” 

That would change—fast 
Not long after that conversation, Hankin 
sat down with Charlie Noell and Charlie 
Fenwick for breakfast at the Connaught 
Hotel in London, a day after going to 
Royal Ascot. The three Marylanders 
owned steeplechase horses separately and 
had owned a horse together. Make Your 
Own, a safe conveyance for Connor back 
in 2010, providing on-the-board finishes in 
Connor’s first two National Steeplechase 
Association rides. But that was it, a one-off 
project for three friends. 

Over breakfast, Noell suggested that 
instead of competing against each other, 
they should join together. Fenwick, always 
thinking and always trying to help young 
riders, especially a Maryland amateur, sug¬ 


gested that the focus should be to provide 
Connor with better rides (maybe Ann got 
to him...?). 

HeUo, Bruton Street-US, a partnership 
between Hankin, NoeU and Fenwick. In 
four short years, the stable went from 
breakfast fodder to the NSA’s champion 
owner—winning the crown in 2017 in a 
photo with Tennessee’s Gillian Johnston 
with $438,500 earned. From 27 starts, 
Bruton Street horses won 11 races, were 
second seven times and third once (that’s 
70 percent in the top three). 

Named for the London street where 
Brown Advisory has its office (Hankin is 
the CEO of the Baltimore-based invest¬ 
ment company), the stable made its debut 
at My Lady’s Manor in 2014. With English- 
based bloodstock agent Richard Pitman 
recruiting horses from Europe, trainer 
Jack Fisher at the helm in America and 
Connor, a weU-taught amateur, doing the 
riding, Bruton Street-US was on the map. 
In the group’s first start. City Press (Ire) 
won the maiden timber at the local meet. 
By the end of the season, that early win¬ 
ner, Drift Society (Ire) and BaUylifen (Ire) 
had missed just one check in nine starts. 
Bruton Street hadn’t set the world alight, 
but the flame was flickering. 

The following year, BaUylifen and Two’s 
Company (Ire) doubled at the Manor and 
by faU, Bruton Street entered a horse in a 
hurdle race for the first time. 

“To get faster horses, you start looking 
at younger horses,” Hankin said. 'When 
you look at younger horses, you start look¬ 
ing at hurdle racing, it was a natural thing.” 

Irish-bred Scorpiancer (Ire), a £200,000 
purchase in March 2014, roared onto the 
scene at Shawan Downs, decimating foes 
in a handicap hurdle. He came back to 
win the Foxbrook novice hurdle stakes at 
the sport’s premier meet. Far HiUs in New 
Jersey. The Nephew (Ire) won at Far HiUs 
as weU, producing a we-have-arrived dou¬ 
ble for the partnership. By the end of the 
season, Bruton Street had won six races 


from just 13 starts for $144,350. Fenwick’s 
goal of helping Connor Hankin get good 
rides had come to fruition as he rode aU 
the winners. 

In 2016, Bruton Street broke out, win¬ 
ning 11 races from 33 starts for $463,350 
and a second to Irv Naylor in the annual 
standings. Connor Hankin rode the wave, 
winning nine races from 41 rides to place 
him near the top of the jockeys’ standings 
by the sport’s midpoint at Saratoga. Then 
he stepped out of the water. 

Hankin—a recent University of Virginia 
graduate with a double major in histo¬ 
ry and economics — enroUed in the US. 
Marine Corps officer candidate school and 
would give up riding in favor of serving his 
country. Fisher the horse trainer was sur¬ 
prised. Fisher the person was impressed. 

“My first reaction was. Are you kidding 
me?’” the trainer said in 2016. “My second 
reaction was that’s going to make him a 
better person and he’s a pretty good per¬ 
son already. For the rest of us, thank God 
we have people like Connor Hankin in the 
military.” 

Connor and Scorpiancer finished third 
in the New York Turf Writers Cup at 
Saratoga in 2016. And that was it. The 
jockey was a Marine. The horse, and his 
owners, pressed on however. A month 
later, Scorpiancer, ridden for the first time 
in the United States by anybody other 
than Connor, won the Grade 1 Lonesome 
Glory with Sean McDermott. That was 
bittersweet for the father and simply sweet 
for the son. 

“I hadn’t talked to him in weeks, because 
he was away, that was a tough day,” Mike 
Hankin said. “When he got out for the first 
time and he said, 'Dad... Scorpiancer!’ He 
was just so excited that he won at Belmont, 
to see that he stiU could have an interest in 
racing and we could stay in touch.. .when 
we talk, we always talk about horses. As 
his relationship changed, that allowed us 
to relax a little bit and go back to enjoying 
the racing.” 

Enjoy it? They relished it. Bruton Street 
had bested everyone but Naylor, who ran 
away with its sixth NSA championship 
in seven years while setting a record with 
$997,600 earned. 

As for 2017, well, Bruton Street bought 
a few more horses but the team wasn’t 
thinking about topping Naylor. 

And then . . . 
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The Bruton Street-US runners were led by major winners Scorpiancer (left) and Moscato. Below, the partnership of Marylanders 
included Mike Hankin (left), Ann Hankin (third from left), Charlie Noell (center) and Charlie Fenwick (third from right). 



“If I were to think about it, I would have thought, 'No one is 
going to take on Irvf It just happened,” Hankin said. “The number 
of horses have crept up, I don’t even want to say, you’ve got to 
have fast horses these days, but I think it’s crazy to set out to be 
leading owner because. . . stuff happens.” 

A lot of good stuff happened in 2017. 

Scorpiancer won the Temple Gwathmey and Iroquois in the 
spring, newcomer Moscato (GB) won four races, including two 
stakes, and the rest of the gaps were fiUed admirably by the likes 
of Preseli Rock (Ire), Lemony Bay (GB) and Bishop’s Castle. The 
latter, the only American-bred in the group and the only horse 
trained by someone other than Fisher (Todd Wyatt) clinched 
the tide with a win at Montpelier, securing a $12,800 margin on 
runner-up Johnston. Naylor, without big guns Rawnaq (Ire) or 
Dawalan (Fr), finished third. 

“Frankly, it’s been fun. It was a friendship that drove it, these 
guys were incredibly good friends to be supportive in helping 
Connor get better rides. We’ve been trying to make it a successful 
business, which sounds funny, but you certainly have more fun 
when you’re not losing a lot of money,” Hankin said. 'We’ve been 
trying to figure out which horses from England would do weU 
here. Now, we’re trying to figure out how to find some American 
horses who will do well here. Just having fun and supporting the 
sport. It’s been a blast. People have been very nice to us and very 
nice to Connor.” 

And that’s the reason why it all started. I 



Three vie for steeplechase Eclipse 

While the human categories sorted them¬ 
selves out pretty quickly and definitively 
on the National Steeplechase Association 
circuit in 2017, the horses at the top let 
things play out until the end. 

And even then little was decided. 

The official American steeplechase 
champion is the Eclipse Award winner, 
voted on by racing media, the Daily Racing 
Form staff and various racing officials. 

Along with all of Thoroughbred racing’s 
champions, the steeplechaser will be announced at the Eclipse 
ceremony at Florida’s Gulfstream Park Jan. 25. The title will surely 
be handed to Mr. Hot Stuff, All the Way Jose or Scorpiancer (Ire). 

Mr. Hot Stuff, who raced in the 2009 Kentucky Derby-GI, 
won the Grade 1 Grand National and led the 2017 earnings 
table with $251,000 for owner Gillian Johnston and trainer Jack 
Fisher. Trained by Jonathan Sheppard for Buttonwood Farm, 
Pennsylvania-bred All the Way Jose finished second on the leader- 
board with $179,300, thanks to two wins (including the Grade 1 
Lonesome Glory) but was third in Mr. Hot Stuff’s Grand National 
win. Trained by Fisher for Bruton Street-US, Scorpiancer went 
2-for-2 in the spring, including wins over Mr. Hot Stuff in the Temple 
Gwathmey and Grade 1 Iroquois, but didn’t run after May and was 
fifth overall with $150,000 earned. 

Lost in all of that is the horse who ran the four best races of 2017. 
Bob Kinsley’s Modem (GB) finished second in a quartet of Grade 1 
stakes-the A.P. Smithwick, New York Turf Writers Cup, Lonesome 
Glory and Grand National (by a nose)-for trainer Elizabeth Voss. A 
single win would have made him a likely favorite. 

Mr. Hot Stuff won the Lonesome Glory Award as the NSA’s lead¬ 
ing earner. At 11, the son of Tiznow is the oldest horse to do so since 
Ninepins (GB) took the honor in 1999. Bred in Kentucky by WinStar 
Farm, Mr. Hot Stuff made five starts in 2017-winning the $400,000 
Grand National and placing third behind Scorpiancer in the Temple 
Gwathmey. Over jumps, Mr. Hot Stuff has won six times and earned 
$463,000 to push his lifetime total to $659,830. 

While racing for WinStar and trainer Eoin Harty, the dark bay 
was 15th behind Mine That Bird (and three spots better than current 
Maryland sire Friesan Fire) in the Derby, eighth to Summer Bird in 
the Belmont Stakes-GI and third behind Pioneerof the Nile in the 
Santa Anita Derby-GI. 
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Going the Distance 

Nagle collects first jockey crown with 18 wins

D arren Nagle slid his sweat-soaked 
tack over his arm and walked to 
the scales for the final time at the 
Colonial Cup meet in 2013. In his 82nd 
ride of the season, Nagle finished third on 
Powerofone, 4y2 lengths behind Kingdom 
and Paddy Young, the man known simply 
as “Champ.” Tied at 15 wins apiece going 
into the final race of the season. Young 
broke the tie with another gem from his 
deep quarry. In front for most of the sea¬ 
son, Nagle’s title run had ended-a ham¬ 
mer to an ice cube. 

A writer on his way to interview Young 
about his fourth National Steeplechase 
Association championship, slowed and 
offered words of encouragement to Nagle. 
“There’s one with your name on it.” 
Nagle looked through the man, and 
the comment. He didn’t utter a word, the 
heat of the batde still raging, the embers 
gnawing. 

Four years later, there was indeed a title 
with Nagle’s name on it. The 30-year-old 
Irishman earned his first jockey champion¬ 
ship in 2017, riding 18 winners from 78 
mounts. Winners flowed early with a win 
at the Carolina Cup and a double at Atlanta 
and late with a double at Montpelier and 
a Pennsylvania Hunt Cup victory the fol¬ 
lowing day. Nagle broke open a late-seas on 
battle with Sean McDermott, who fin¬ 
ished with 14 wins, to claim the crown. 
Ross Geraghty tied McDermott for second 
while Jack Doyle completed the first four 
with 12 wins. McDermott, who led the cir¬ 
cuit with 100 mounts, topped the purses- 
earned list with $719,550. 

Nagle and the others at the top stayed 
healthy during a rough-and-tumble year 
for many of his comrades; Young went 
out with a fractured skull in May, the 2016 
champion Kieran Norris fractured his 
occipital bone, lost the entire summer and 
finished with 10 wins, 2015 winner WHlie 
McCarthy missed the rest of the season 
after a fall at Parx in July. 


“The falls and the injuries are part and 
parcel of it,” Nagle said. “It’s a tough 
game, aU right.” 

Nagle has toughed it out since taking a 
call from an old friend who said there was 
a job in America. Nagle arrived in 2005, 
landing a spot with trainer Tom Foley. 
The oldest of six kids, Nagle didn’t know 
anything about roots, he and his family had 
moved 10 times already. He was nothing 
more than an 18-year-old kid without a 
plan. America? Why not? 

“Jeez, I don’t know what my thinking 
was,” Nagle said in December. “I didn’t 
have any plans, really, I wasn’t doing any¬ 
thing else, so I came over and rode a few 
races.” 

Far from an instant success, he went 
winless in five races in 2005, won three 
of 27 in 2006, rode just two races in 
2007, then won three the following sea¬ 
son. Riding as an apprentice and an ama¬ 
teur, things sparked in 2009, when Nagle 
hooked up with trainer Desmond Fogarty 
and the growing arsenal of Irv Naylor. 
Patriot’s Path, Salmo, Tax Ruling provided 
big wins. In 2010, Nagle won 10 races, 
including the Iroquois with Tax Ruling. 
In 2011, Nagle won seven races, winning 
the Iroquois again with Tax Ruling, now 
trained by Brianne Slater, but by fall was 
aboard Divine Fortune, owned by long¬ 
time supporter Bill Pape, when he finished 
second to Tax Ruling in the Colonial Cup. 
Nagle won 14 races in 2012 and nearly 
pulled off the title run in 2013. The ascent 
staked in 2014 as Nagle rode just 24 races, 
winning five. Resilient, he posted solid sea¬ 
sons of nine and 10 wins in 2015-16. 

Nagle replaced solid with stellar in 2017. 

In his 13th season, the jockey flour¬ 
ished, ticking off three important mile¬ 
stones. In addition to the championship, he 
won his first Grade 1 stakes at a racetrack 
when he defdy guided All the Way Jose to 
win the Lonesome Glory at Belmont Park 
in September, it was the best ride of the

year. Ebanour (Ire), a pickup ride in the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, accounted for 
Nagle’s 100th career steeplechase win. 

“I remember looking at Equibase and 
saying, ‘Jeez, I’m on 90-some winners, I 
think it would be cool to get to 100.’ That 
happened. I had never won a Grade 1 at 
the fiat track which was disappointing me, 
that came around,” Nagle said. “And I got 
a jockey championship, just everything 
clicked and rolled together into one big 
thing.” 

Nagle helped click it, making some 
radical changes. He quit galloping horses 
in the morning, stopped trying to train 
horses on the side, tempered an edge that 
had landed him in trouble in the past and 
concentrated on riding races on the week¬ 
ends. It’s not the most tried and true way to 
become champion but after 12 seasons of 
the good, the bad and the ugly of steeple¬ 
chasing, Nagle recognized that he needed 
to make some changes to flourish. Well, he 
wasn’t thinking about flourishing, surviv¬ 
ing was more like it. 

Admittedly hating the monotony of 
exercising horses in the morning, Nagle 
made the unorthodox move of abstain¬ 
ing from a morning job. He schools a few 
horses a week, walks, runs and does core 
exercises to stay fit. It’s made aU the dif¬ 
ference. 

“Basically, it was, ‘Which do you want 
to do? Do you want to ride out or do 
you want to ride races?’ Doing both was 
killing me and riding out during the week 
wasn’t helping me on the weekend. With 
all the changes I made I feel better than I 
did when I was 20, I feel younger, fresher 
and more enthusiastic,” Nagle said. “I just 
focused more on the (race) riding, just to 
see where it went. At the beginning of the 
year I didn’t think I would be competing 
for a jockey championship or anything, but 
I just said, ‘You enjoy riding, do it for as 
long as you can.’ It’s hard to get motivated 
sometimes, I think I was more focused and 
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more motivated this year to go on 
and do it.” 

Nagle did it. Riding consistently 
and proficiently throughout the year, 
he won races across the board. There 
were big wins at Saratoga and Belmont 
Park and little wins at Charleston 
and Shawan Downs. Nagle spread 
the wealth, winning races for trainers 
Jonathan Sheppard, Jack Fisher, Cyril 
Murphy, Leslie Young, Neil Morris, 
Forest Kelly, Lizzie Merryman and 
Willie Dowling. 

Most of all, he showed a maturity 
level that had been missing. Over 12 
seasons of riding, Nagle had lost rides 
and hurt his business because of an 
indifferent attitude. He’s no polished 
coin, but he’s softened his edges. 

“I was probably spoiled when I 
came here first, I went from thinking 
I was never going to get an opportu¬ 
nity to coming over here and getting 
loads of opportunities, I had a lot of 
good winners, big winners. Instead of 
appreciating it, I just thought it would 
stay going,” Nagle said. “I don’t know, 
sure, look, I’m a lot different at 30 
than I was at 20, there’s a lot of water 
under the bridge. I had a couple of 
quiet spells there, into it and then not 
into it, then you make a few changes 
and things just click together.” 

Nagle doesn’t shy away from the 
bumps in his road. 

“I don’t regret them, no, I never 
had any help or guidance doing any¬ 
thing. I think it was better for me to 
get through all that, learn from it and 
get it all out of my system,” Nagle 
said. “I probably needed it, it’s prob¬ 
ably going to help me for my future, 
get those mistakes out of the way. I’ve 
been very lucky. I’ve had a lot more 
than one second chance.” 

Whether it was Nagle’s second 
chance or his 100th second chance, 
he silenced his critics and rewarded 
his supporters with a championship 
season in 2017. 

“I wouldn’t say I’m proud of the 
past, but I’m not going to let it hold 
me back,” Nagle said. “You’U have 
people saying you’re never going to 
make it, you’re no good. You have two 
ways to go, you can prove them right 
or prove them wrong.” 


A quick rundown of NSA leaders (other than 
champion jockey Darren Nagle, leading owner 
Bruton Street-US and Mr. Hot Stuff): 

Trainer: Jack Fisher. The Marylander won his 
fifth consecutive and 11th overall title with 25 
wins from 117 starts. Horses, paced by three of 
the top five in Mr. Hot Stuff, Moscato (GB) and 
Scorpiancer (Ire), earned a record $1,321,150. 

Novice Hurdler: Moscato (GB). Racing for 
Bruton Street-US and Fisher, the now 7-year-old 
started won four of six (with two seconds) to 
finish third in the overall standings. No horse 
won more U.S. jump races in 2017. The son of 
Hernando (Fr) won a maiden at Queen’s Cup, an 
allowance at the Iroquois and novice stakes at 
Saratoga and Belmont Park. 

Three-Year-Oid Hurdler: Menacing Dennis. 
Racing for Bonnie Rye Stable and trainer Julie 
Gomena, the son of Greatness finished fourth 
in a maiden at Shawan Downs, then took the 
$50,000 Gladstone at Far Hills-by disquali¬ 
fication when Snuggling was placed third for 
interference. 


Filly/Mare: Lady Blanco. Amy Taylor Rowe’s 
now 5-year-old won two races late to claim the 
championship with $63,600. Trained by Leslie 
Young, the daughter of Cape Blanco (Ire) was 
second at Foxfield in September, won a stakes at 
Far Hills in October and collected an allowance 
win at Montpelier in November. 

Timber Horse: Doc Cebu. Another Fisher 
trainee, for Charlie Fenwick, the now 8-year- 
old won four of five (with a second) in his first 
season over timber. The Kentucky-bred son of 
Hard Spun earned $96,600, thanks in large part 
to stakes wins at Willowdale in May, and the 
Genesee Valley Hunt Cup and International Gold 
Cup in October. 

Additional Honors: Irv Naylor led all own¬ 
ers in timber earnings with $183,700. Sean 
McDermott repeated atop the jockeys’ earnings 
list with $719,550. The apprentice (Keri Brion 
and Keith Dalton) and amateur (Mark Beecher 
and Hadden Frost) jockey races ended in ties.

Country Life is breeding a 
dozen mares, and the Jacksons 
have pledged their support 
both in the stud and in the sales 
ring for his offspring. 

From one of the most 
dynamic female lines in the 
world. Divining Rod is out of 
$1,912,543-earner Precious 
Kitten, a half-sister to champi¬ 
on and leading sire Kitten’s Joy 
and winner of six graded 
stakes, including the Grade 1 


Matriarch, John C. Mabee and 
Gamely. 

Divining Rod, the first run¬ 
ner for his dam, finished in the 
money in 14 of 17 starts and 
earned $882,604 while racing 
for his breeders under the Lael 
Stables banner. A winner first¬ 
time out at 2, he recorded his 
first stakes win in Keeneland’s 
Lexington Stakes-G3 at 3 after 
two graded placings in his first 
two stakes starts (the Grade 2 
Tampa Bay Derby and Grade 3 
Sam F. Davis Stakes). He then 
contested the Preakness-Gl 
and finished third behind 
American Pharoah. In seven 
starts at 3, all stakes, he finished 
in the top three six times. 

He returned at 4 after a year 
layoff and won his first two 
starts before finishing second 
in the Grade 2 Fayette Stakes at 
Keeneland to Noble Bird, who 
set a track record for IVs miles.

Leading freshman sire El Padrino dies at 8 


N orthview PA’s El Padrino, 
whose first crop of 
2-year-olds in 2017 
included stakes winners Where- 
shetoldmetogo and Enchanted 
Star and stakes-placed Vente to 
Go, was euthanized Nov. 22 
following a series of bouts with 
colic and surgeries at New 
Bolton Center. One of the 
region’s most popular stallions, 
the 8-year-old syndicated son 
of Pulpit stood for $5,000 in 
Peach Bottom, Pa., since enter¬ 
ing stud in 2014. 

From a deep family that 
includes champion Queena, 


Grade 1-winning second and 
third dams Chic Shirine and 
Too Chic, and Grade 1-win¬ 
ning millionaire half-brother, 
Verrazano, El Padrino was an 
immediate hit when he entered 
stud, covering 89 mares his 
first season and 109 the sec¬ 
ond. With 53 2-year-olds in his 
first crop, he had 10 winners 
from 15 runners (through Dec. 
15) and ranked in the top 25 
on the nation’s first-year sires 
list with progeny earnings of 
$416,314. 

His top runners, Whereshe- 
toldmetogo and Enchanted 


Star, both won stakes on the 
Owners’ Day card at Delaware 
Park in September. Whereshe- 
toldmetogo has since finished 
second, by a neck, in Gulfstream 
Park’s Smooth Air Stakes in 
December. That same Decem¬ 
ber afternoon, Vente to Go was 
third in the Maryland Juvenile 
Filly Championship in her 
stakes debut. 

El Padrino retired as a grad¬ 
ed winner of $326,770 with six 
on the board finishes in eight 
starts. The flashy chestnut, a 
$210,000 Keeneland September 
sales yearling out of the Giant’s 



Causeway mare Enchanted 
Rock, was trained by Todd 
Pletcher for Let’s Go Stable. A 
maiden winner at 2 by more 
than a dozen lengths, he fin¬ 
ished the juvenile year with a 
third in the Grade 2 Remsen.

His most 
important score came during his 
3-year-old season in Churchill 
Downs’ Commonwealth Turf 
Stakes-G3 at IVu miles, which 
he won by 414 lengths while 
defeating graded stakes win¬ 
ners Saham, Granny’s Kitten 


and One Go All Go. Twice he 
won at Fair Grounds that sea¬ 
son, going about 714 furlongs 
on the turf in fast time, and he 
added a 1-mile turf allowance 
victory at Saratoga. At 4, he 
finished third in the $300,000 
Kentucky Downs Turf Sprint, 
less than two lengths behind 
Successful Native and Hogy. 

He is the first son of Scat 
Daddy to stand in the Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic region. The sire of 96 stakes 
winners. Scat Daddy ranked in 
the top 10 nationally in 2017,

Sidney, a Grade 1 - 
winning son of Storm 
Cat out of millionaire 
Tomisue’s Delight descending 
from the blue hen mare Up the 
Flagpole has moved to Beau 
Ridge Farm in Kearneysville, 
WVa., for the 2018 season. 

Purchased privately in late 
2017 by Virginian Anni Howell, 
Mr. Sidney stood the past three 
seasons at Walmac Farm in 
Kentucky. Prior to that he was 
at stud at Alec Head’s Haras du 
Quesnay in France. 

Runners from his French 
crops include stakes horses 
Trophee (Fr), an earner of 
$288,515 who sold for $825,000 
as a racing prospect at the Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky November 
sale in 2015; Famous Mark, 
group placed in Sweden; and 
Silvery Sea. His first US. sired 
crop are 2-year-olds in 2018. 


A standout from the start, 
Mr. Sidney sold as a yearling at 
Keeneland for $3.9 million. He 
was unraced early in his career 
when sidelined by injury after 
getting loose during training. 
Turned over to HaU of Fame 
trainer Bill Mott, Mr. Sidney 
proved a top turf miler, win¬ 
ning five races from 13 starts, 
including the Grade 1 Maker’s 
Mark Mile at Keeneland and 
Grade 2 Firecracker Handicap 
at Churchill Downs, both at 1 
mile on the turf during his 
5-year-old season.

Daddy Is a Legend delivers 
in G3 Durante for Nothhaft 



ank Nothhaft is no stranger to seeing his Pennsylvania-breds 
succeed in Southern California. 

Nothhaft, a native of Pennsylvania and a resident of 
California, is the breeder of 2016 Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare 
Sprint-Gl winner Finest City Although Finest City couldn’t repeat 
this year at Del Mar, another filly bred by his HnR Nothhaft 
Horseracing achieved graded success where the surf meets the 
turf in November. 

“You talk about a turn of foot, whoa,” Nothhaft said of Daddy 
Is a Legend’s powerful stretch run to win the Nov. 25 Jimmy 
Durante Stakes-G3. 

Sent off as the 5-2 favorite in the field of 12 for the 2-year- 
old stakes at 1 mile on turf, the daughter of the late Scat Daddy 
made a swooping run while wide of her competition around the 
turn and through the stretch to win by a length for trainer George 
Weaver and owners Jim and Susan Hill. 

“Day 1, she had a big, beautiful head on her, big body,” 
Nothhaft said. “Looked like maybe she was going to turn into 
something interesting as a physical specimen. She did mature rap¬ 
idly, she turned into a beautiful weanling.” 

Therefore, Nothhaft made the decision to enter her in the 2015 
Keeneland November breeding stock sale. Consigned by Darby 
Dan Farm, the bay filly left the ring after a final bid of $140,000 
from Cavalier Bloodstock. 

“I was ecstatic to sell her for $140,000 at that stage of my 
career. She was bought by Cavalier, who oddly enough bought a 
weanling from me in the latest sale in Keeneland, so I thought that 
was pretty ironic,” Nothhaft said. “I was glad that they pinhooked 
her, they didn’t make a lot of money, but they got her into reaUy 
good hands of some serious horse people who have a real com¬ 
mitment to the business.” 
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Nothhaft was speaking of the HiUs, who purchased Daddy Is 
a Legend for $160,000 at the 2016 Keeneland September yearling 
sale. 

Nothhaft purchased the dam of Daddy Is a Legend, the 
Benchmark mare Randie’s Legend, for $43,000 at the 2008 
Barretts October yearling sale in his first year of horse ownership. 

“I took her out of training [when she was a 3-year-old],” 
Nothhaft said of the unraced mare. “By now I had gotten 
involved with Smarty Jones in Pennsylvania, I bought a share. I 
shipped her across the country [to breed to him]. During this time, 
her pedigree improved dramatically. The next year I bred her to 
Silver Train, she didn’t take so she was barren. As I learned more 
about the business, I thought, T reaUy believe in this mare, I want 
to give her a chance to be commercial. I’ve got to start breeding 
her to some commercial sires.’ I bred to her Stormy Atlantic, Scat 
Daddy, City Zip, and now she’s in foal to Tiznow. Owning the 
mare, I couldn’t be more excited.” 

The recently turned yearling colt out of Randie’s Legend is by 
City Zip, the sire of Finest City and already named Belleau Wood. 
Nothhaft doesn’t plan to sell. 

“I’m going to race him, primarily on the East Coast, he’s a 
Pennsylvania-bred, he’s sitting in Virginia right now becoming 
Virginia-certified, and I’m going to move him to Delaware and 
he’s going to be Delaware-certified and we’re going to run every¬ 
body in the Mid-Atlantic off their feet,” Nothhaft said with a 
laugh. 

Nothhaft has been breeding quality Pennsylvania-breds for a 
few years now, and after recent developments, he plans to con¬ 
tinue. 

“I’m back there again,” he said of Pennsylvania and specifically 
Northview PA in Peach Bottom where Daddy Is a Legend was 
foaled and Randie’s Legend wiU again foal out in 2018. “They did 
the trust fund on the breeding program for Pennsylvania, I had 
one mare there when that happened, and now I have six.” 

As for future breeding plans for Randie’s Legend, Nothhaft 
isn’t cutting any corners. 

“I plan to keep her,” he said. “I booked her to Candy Ride 
(Arg).”

Audley-bred Greyvitos 
lands Grade 3 Bob Hope 

T he morning of Dec. 7, Greyvitos rode on a van heading 
north for the approximately 100-mile trip from the San Luis 
Rey Training Center in BonsaU, Calif, to Santa Anita Park 
in Arcadia. Trainer Adam Kitchingman planned to work the colt 
at Santa Anita over the weekend and then send him on a plane 
during the week to Remington Park for the $400,000 Springboard 
Mile Stakes Dec. 17. 

The evening of Dec. 7, the San Luis Rey Training Center 
became a national news story. Only a few hours after Greyvitos 
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left, the usually peaceful setting turned chaotic. The property and 
surrounding area fell victim to a wildfire that spanned 4,100 acres. 
Many horses were evacuated, but the fires spread so quickly that 
46 horses died (as of Dec. 12) and the lives of the trainers and 
stable staff at San Luis Rey changed forever. 

But for Kitchingman, whose San Luis Rey horses emerged 
largely unscathed, life must go on as he hopes to jump on the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl trail with the Virginia-bred Greyvitos. The 
colt gave Kitchingman and his team reason to shoot that direc¬ 
tion with a maiden-breaking win in the Bob Hope Stakes-G3 at 
Del Mar Nov. 11 and then a win in the Springboard at Remington. 

After an unsuccessful debut in July on the turf, Greyvitos 
returned to the races Oct. 21 and was third against maidens going 
514 furlongs on dirt at Santa Anita. That effort set up the son of 
Malibu Moon for his 19-1 front-running upset in the 7-furlong 
Bob Hope. 

“He shouldVe won that maiden race for fun and I knew he 
wanted more distance,” Kitchingman said. “I didn’t think that race 
was going to be that tough and there was a 6-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight the same day. I ended up betting him that day. I actually 
bet $1,000 on him, that shows how I have a lot of confidence in 
him. If he would’ve won that maiden [the Bob Hope] would’ve 
been the logical place to go.” 

Greyvitos is the third foal out of the Grade 3-winning turf 
mare Snow Top Mountain. Audley Farm purchased the daughter 
of Najran at the 2013 Keeneland January horses of aU ages sale 
for $950,000 when in foal to Blame. 

“Obviously, Audley is absolutely thrilled for the mare,” said 
Jamie McDiarmid, Audley’s equine manager. “We paid a lot of 
money for her, so we’ve been waiting on her. That’s her first colt. 
As a yearling he didn’t make a fortune, but he got put into very 
good hands with [Adam Kitchingman], and not having a thousand 
horses, he’s been able to really concentrate on this horse and I 
think it’s paid off well for him.” 

Kitchingman was part of the team who bought Greyvitos out 
of the 2016 Keeneland September yearling sale. He secured the 
colt after a final of bid of $100,000 for Michele Boghossian of 
Triple B Farms. 

“I’ve had some pretty good luck for that owner, I think 
I’ve bought her four stakes horses out of about 10 horses,” 
Kitchingman said. “I was excited to get a horse bred that well. 
He’s a good-looking horse. As we started training on him, and he 
started improving, he just turned into a monster.” 


While Snow Top Mountain—who won the 2012 All Along 
Stakes-G3 at Colonial Downs among others for owner/breeder 
Barbara Hunter and trainer Tom Proctor—rarely ran on the dirt, 
Greyvitos seems to prefer it. 

“The mare was obviously very turf and the whole family is 
very turf orientated,” McDiarmid said. “We have a [yearling] colt 
by Bodemeister that is very similar to [Greyvitos]. He would be a 
horse that would go the market. If it was a fiUy by Bode out of 
that mare, then she’d probably stay at home. He’s a pretty nice colt, 
he’s one of the better Bodes that we’ve had so far. And he looks 
like there’s no reason he couldn’t run on the dirt, or the grass, that 
sort of type. She’s is in foal to Frosted and we’re going to breed 
her to Kitten’s Joy. We thought that mating should really suit the 
mare. Now we’U be looking for a fiUy out of her, won’t we?”

Spring Quality rewards 
patience with G3 triumph 



T he future was bright for Spring Quality after his career debut 
going 7 furlongs on the reinstalled dirt track at Keeneland 
Race Course in October 2014. The 2-year-old colt from the 
first crop of Quality Road made a strong run from the rear of the 
field to win by 214 lengths under Rosie Napravnik. 

George Strawbridge’s homebred did not make his second 
start until nearly 17 months later. He won a first-level allowance 
at Tampa Bay Downs on the 2016 Tampa Bay Derby undercard. 

Off for 11 more months, the Graham Motion trainee made 
his third start in mid-February 2017 at Laurel Park, where he was 
second in an allowance. 

“We always just had little nagging problems, nothing really of 
any significance. I constantly was going through stages of not 
being able to get him where he was quite right,” Motion said. “Mr. 
Strawbridge is extremely patient, so we were able to give him all 
the time he needed to get over his growing pains.” 

Thankfully for Strawbridge and Motion, their now 6-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred was finally able to stay on the racetrack in 2017 
and capped off a stellar year with a win in the Grade 3 Red Smith 
Handicap at Aqueduct Nov. 11. Spring Quality was making his 
second turf start, following a fourth in his turf debut at Belmont 
Park in the Grade 2 Knickerbocker a month earlier. 
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“I thought he ran a sneaky good race in the Knickerbocker. I 
kind of threw him in the deep end against a pretty solid group for 
his first start on the grass/’ Motion said. “I just always felt that this 
horse, he ran really well on the dirt, so I didn’t want to make him 
into a grass horse sooner than I needed to. Once I found what I 
thought was his limit on the dirt, I just had a feeling that he could 
step up to the next level on the grass and fortunately he did.” 

Edgar Prado made the trip to Aqueduct to ride Spring Quality, 
his fourth time in a row doing so. In a frantic turf finish, Prado 
and his mount stayed on gamely to win the 11-furlong event by a 
half-length. 

“Edgar gave him a great ride,” Motion said. “It was a great 
distance for him, he really showed his mettle. It was a reaUy com¬ 
petitive group.” 

Spring Quality’s 2017 included three wins and two seconds in 
seven starts, and also a few early-season workouts with 3-year-old 
stablemate Irish War Cry. Spring Quality finished second at Laurel 
in February, a dull fifth at Keeneland in April and then won two in 
a row—an allowance in the first race on Preakness Day at Pimlico 
and the off-the-turf RobeUino Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds at 
Penn National in August. A month later, the bay gelding came 
up a neck short to the venerable Page McKenney in the Roanoke 
Stakes for state-breds at Parx Racing. 

Out of the Deputy Minister mare Spring Star, Spring Quality 
is a half-brother to the Motion-trained and Augustin-owned 
Pennsylvania-bred Holiday Star, twice a winner of the Grade 3 
Sycamore Stakes over 12 furlongs on the turf at Keeneland. 

“This horse might go a mile-and-a-half, but he also has the 
turn of foot to go a mile-and-an-eighth or a mile-and-a-quarter,” 
Motion said regarding Spring Quality. “Holiday Star is a little more 
the marathon type, whereas this horse can handle running against 
good horses at a mile-and-an-eighth or a mile-and-a-quarter.” 

Motion said Holiday Star has been retired after a comeback 
attempt of his own in 2017, but Spring Quality will carry on with 
high hopes for 2018. 

“We’re going to look at races like the [Grade 1] Manhattan or 
possibly the mile-and-an-eighth [Grade 1 Woodford Reserve Turf 
Classic] on Derby Day,” the trainer said.

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 


Jockey health and 
welfare part of the focus 
in Maryland racing

D r. Kelly Ryan, a MedStar physi¬ 
cian and member of the Maryland 
Horsemen’s Health System staff, has 
been keeping busy of late with speaking 
engagements both nationally and interna¬ 
tionally 

In early November, Ryan attended the 
International Conference on Health, Safety 
and Welfare of Jockeys in Dubai in the 
United Arab Emirates. And on Dec. 11 
in Las Vegas, she discussed “Improving 
Health and Performance Through Sports 
Medicine” as part of the annual assembly 
held by the Jockeys’ Guild. 

The international conference, which 
wiU be held in Dubai again in two years, 
had a fuU agenda that focused on the fol¬ 
lowing: making weight and riding perfor¬ 
mance; the implications of making weight; 
concussion; injuries and falls and how 
to reduce them; and mental health. Near 
the end of the two-day event, there were 
reports and updates from various countries 
including the United States. 

Ryan, who for several years has worked 
on concussion protocol for riders and has 
spoken at other conferences, discussed 
on-track evaluation and updates on man¬ 
agement of concussions; returning to 
ride after an injury; and utilizing physical 
therapy for improved recovery. Though 
a major component of Ryan’s racetrack 
work involves providing health services 
for backstretch workers at Laurel Park and 
Pimlico Race Course, she also has a pas¬ 
sion for assisting jockeys. 

“It was a really fantastic conference,” 
Ryan said of the two-day event in Dubai. 
“1 go to a lot of medical conferences with 
really top-notch content, and this was a 
very ambitious group in Dubai. Sometimes 
1 feel that no one knows what we’re doing 
[to help riders], but then you attend a con¬ 
ference like this and see people having the 
same struggles. 

“It gives you hope that we can improve 
medical care at racetracks.”

The United States was also represent¬ 
ed by Jeff Johnston, a regional manag¬ 
er for the Jockeys’ Guild and a former 
rider primarily in Kentucky and Ohio. 
Other countries that took part included 
Australia, France, Germany, Hong Kong, 
Ireland, Japan, South Africa and the United 
Kingdom. 

Ryan said she addressed expansion of 
the “sports medicine model,” which is of 
particular interest to MedStar and various 
racing jurisdictions seeking to improve care 
for jockeys. MedStar, the official medical 
provider for major league sports teams 
in the Baltimore-Washington, DC., metro 
area, has a specialized concussion program. 

“Over and over it was noted jockeys 
should be treated like athletes, but they 
also should be training that way,” Ryan 
said. “Ireland is really the model-they 
have some great, exciting stuff going on in 
this regard.” 

Ryan is one of five MedStar doctors 
who provide health services for back- 
stretch workers, racetrack workers and 
jockeys under the Horsemen’s Health 
System, which was created by the MTHA 
and Maryland Jockey Club. The others 
are Drs. Frank Dawson, Christian Glaser, 
Jeffrey Mayer and Jason Podhast. 


The Horsemen’s Health System, head¬ 
quartered in the MTHA office at Laurel, is 
one of if not the most advanced program 
of its kind in Thoroughbred racing. The 
program has been held up as an example 
for other racetracks in the US. 

“We historically have been behind the 
world for about 20 years,” Ryan said. “You 
actually are at the forefront of a lot of this 
stuff now. People didn’t know US. racing is 
doing this much now. 

“We have so many people trying to 
collect data, but there are limited numbers 
available. Analyzing every fall is important. 
We all need to collaborate better because 
it’s critical to move forward and reduce the 
risks of riding.” 

Ryan said there was an interesting pre¬ 
sentation on helmets —a focal point of the 
Jockeys’ Guild for many years —and, in the 
case of an incident on the track, knowing 
how to fall to prevent injuries. 

“If you’ve been trained right, you might 
be able to roll more efficiently,” Ryan said. 

Other presentations focused on nutri¬ 
tion, which Ryan said is closely linked to 
training like an athlete rather than just 
someone who rides horses. 

The organizations and speakers assem¬ 
bled in Dubai also addressed issues such 
as the reporting of medical conditions and 
examinations post-accident when jockeys 
seek approval to ride. Ryan indicated there 
is acknowledgment that uniform standards 
are necessary. 

“There was a recommendation that 
there should be a physician at the track 
along with EMS personnel but that’s not 
always plausible,” she said. “Every racetrack 
should have concussion protocol—that’s a 
really big step for uniformity. The ques¬ 
tion is, 'How can we work together and all 
come together and share our [statistics] so 
we can actually learn from them?’” 

The MTHA is appreciative of Ryan’s 
interest in the big-picture health and wel¬ 
fare issues that provide challenges for horse¬ 
racing throughout the US. and overseas. 

“Our racing community is fortu¬ 
nate enough to have someone of Kelly’s 
dedication and passion assisting us with 
our health services,” MTHA Executive 
Director David Richardson said. “At times 
she has gone above and beyond to save 
lives. But we thank aU the MedStar doc¬ 
tors who are present on all racing days in 
Maryland and have become an integral part 
of the program we offer for racing in the 
state.” ^

Like all Thoroughbred 
owners and breeders, Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion president Willie White 
was thinking about his horses 
as 2017 came to a close. In 
mid-December, White was 
sorting out which stallions fit 
with the four mares he and his 
partners own while also 
dreaming of even bigger 
things ahead for three-time 
stakes winner Just Howard. 

On top of the usual, how¬ 
ever, White looked at the 
MHBA's direction under his 
leadership. White, a partner in 
the Skeedattle Associates 
ownership group, was elected 
president in May 2016 and 
called 2017 a year of together¬ 
ness for the state's Thorough¬ 
bred industry. 

"The industry continues to 
work together," he said. "Pm 
most proud of how we have 
formed a strong relationship 
with the other parts of the in¬ 
dustry and have worked hard 
to keep it going in that direc¬ 
tion." 

White (whose term ends in 
May) pointed to the new 
stakes race, the Coalition, run 
at Timonium in 2017 as an ex¬ 
ample of that cooperation. In 
addition. White pointed to a 
deep stakes program in Mary¬ 
land, a gradual expansion of 
restricted races and an in¬ 
crease in opportunities for

owners and breeders through 
Maryland-bred premiums 
and bonuses. 

Most importantly, the in¬ 
dustry's standing in Annapo¬ 
lis is on firm ground. The 
MHBA works hard to educate 
lawmakers on the industry's 
value to the state and to show 
that purse enhancements from 
casino gaming are making an 
impact. 

"It's eye-opening because 
of the things I learned in An¬ 
napolis and spending time 
there is something I've never 
done before," White said. "It 
reinforced the absolute neces¬ 
sity to have the right people 
involved and make sure the 
people in Annapolis are aware 
of the positive impact we have 
on the state and its economy." 

Maryland's Thoroughbred 
industry is part of the state's 
$1.6 billion horse industry, 
with the effects felt at farms, 
small businesses, racetracks, 
open space and more. The 
Thoroughbred industry con¬ 
tinues to rebound-the 2012 
crop of registered Maryland- 
bred foals was 370; the 2015 
crop checked in at 599 accord¬ 
ing to Jockey Club statistics. In 
an example of an ever-chang¬ 
ing industry, and a job that 
never ends. The Jockey Club's 
annual report of mares bred 
declined 15 percent in Mary¬ 
land from 2016 to 2017. White 


sees that latter number bounc¬ 
ing back-especially if some of 
the state's young stallions 
start to prove themselves. 

"We're patiently waiting 
for one of the stallions to break 
through and become a horse 
that will regain some of the 
notoriety that Not For Love 
and Two Punch and Allen's 
Prospect had not all that long 
ago," White said. "We need a 
couple of those horses back in 
Maryland and right now I'm 
hoping they're standing here. 
We have to wait for them to 
have a chance to prove them¬ 
selves. The stallion piece was 
always going to take the lon¬ 
gest time to recover, but we 
need something like that hap¬ 
pen." 

Looking ahead. White is ex¬ 
cited for the possibilities of a 
new Maryland awards gala 
scheduled for February. The 
event combines the year-end 
awards presented by the 
MHBA (Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pions), the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen's Associ¬ 
ation and the Maryland Jockey 
Club into a single night at the 
Sagamore Pendry Hotel in Bal¬ 
timore Feb. 12. More informa¬ 
tion will be coming, but White 
encourages anyone in the in¬ 
dustry to plan on attending. 

The event is another exam¬ 
ple of cooperation within the 
industry.

''We had a committee of 
[MTHA president] Tim Keefe, 
myself, [MJC executive] Tim 
Ritvo and [racing commis¬ 
sioner] John McDaniel that 
would get together and talk 
about things," White said. "In 
one of them, we decided to 
pursue this and approach the 
MTHA and MJC boards with 
it. Everybody jumped in and 
said, 'Let's try it.' It's the first 
time we've ever celebrated 
this at one time with the in¬ 
dustry in one room and we're 
excited about it." 


Finally, White sees an opti¬ 
mistic future for the MHBA 
and its continued relationship 
with Goucher College. The as¬ 
sociation headquarters moved 
to the Towson campus in De¬ 
cember 2016 with plans for a 
new building and an expand¬ 
ed partnership between the 
school and the MHBA. 

"The MHBA is in good 
standing financially, we have a 
very strong board with a good 
future to it and the project 
with Goucher will be another 
situation in the Thoroughbred 


industry where Maryland 
takes the lead and it's going to 
be groundbreaking. 

"We have an opportunity 
for people who are interested 
to learn and become involved 
in our industry, and have a 
chance to have a career that 
they might not have known 
existed. I feel really good 
about that." 

As for his horses. White 
will try to stay patient-like all 
owners-but you can be sure 
there will be a Maryland 
theme to it all. 


"We're going to try to sup¬ 
port all Maryland stallions 
with our mares this year and 
not ship any mares to Ken¬ 
tucky," he said. "Just Howard 
will get a little break and then 
get ready for May. We'd like to 
make it to the Henry Clark [at 
Laurel in April] and then the 
Dixie [at Pimlico on Preakness 
Day]." ^

2014 Maryland Million Lass¬ 
ie Stakes and was third in the 

2015 Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap. Now trained by 
Claudio Gonzalez, she scored 
in Delaware Park's Dashing 
Beauty Stakes in July, her first 
start off a claim, and has re¬ 
corded two wins and a second 
in her five starts since. She 
missed by a half length in the 
Maryland Million Distaff in 
October and missed third by 
a neck in open company in the 
Laurel's Willa On the Move 
Stakes Dec. 9. 

The long history of the Gei¬ 
sha, named for the dam of Na¬ 
tive Dancer, a daughter of Dis¬ 
covery bred in Maryland by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, includes 
such celebrated winners as 
Maryland-bred Thorough¬ 
bred Hall of Fame inductees 
Jameela and Twixt, three-time 
winner Thirty Eight Go Go, 
and millionaires Shine Again, 
Silmaril and Urbane. ^ 


In Memoriam 

Jack Stedding 

Jack Stedding, a legend in the horse show world, 
died Oct. 23 in Palm Beach, Fla., from complications 
stemming from a massive stroke he suffered at the 
Washington International Horse Show in 2003. He was 
75. 

Stedding and his longtime partner Linda Andrisani, a 
well-respected horse show judge, operated Monkton 
Manor hunter/jumper barn in Monkton, Md., for 
decades, with Stedding training and selling show horses 
as well as guiding show riders. Stedding, inducted into 
the Maryland Horse Show Assocation Hall of Fame in 
2000 and Virginia Horse Show Association Hall of Fame 
in 2009, trained and showed numerous hunter and 
jumper champions, and riders from his program 
repeatedly qualified for events at the major shows in the 
country, including Madison Square Garden and in 
Washington, D.C. 

In an interview that appeared in the February 1989 
Maryland Horse, after winning AHSA grand champion 
green hunter (first year) with Patti Schindler's Cruisin' 
the Coast, having the reserve champion medium pony, 
and with many of his students qualifying for the major 
indoor shows, Stedding observed: "I proved again that 
you can do it without going to Florida [the winter horse 
show circuit.]" 

Stedding and his late brother Bobby grew up in the 
saddle and were the consummate horsemen. He passed 
along his knowledge to his students, according to 
Schindler, who with her husband Bruce held a memorial 
service Nov. 26 in Butler, Md., which saw more than 200 
people attend. "He would go and look at a horse and 
knew almost immediately whether he could make 
something out of that horse or not,"said Schindler. "And 
he taught me how to be a horseman. He taught us how to 
win, what we needed to do to be successful. If you go to a 
horse show today, the people that are there first thing in 
the morning and the ones that are there last thing at 
night, they're the ones Jack taught, because he taught us 
how to work hard to achieve our goals. And there were 
no shortcuts." 

Stedding described Monkton Manor in the 1989 
interview. "I guess you'd say that we have a service 
company. I buy horses from all over the place. A lot come 
off the racetrack, or people send me their horses to sell. 
Basically, I look for horses that are quiet; I don't fool with 
the lunatics." 

People came in from around the country to attend the 
service. "A lot had ridden as juniors or amateurs and 
hadn't seen each other for 20 or 30 years," said Schindler. 
"It ended up not being sad, but happy that all of these 
people were reunited. It was uplifting. 

"People just loved him. If you had the willingness to 
listen and learn, he would not give up on you. And he 
made great great champions." 

Stedding continued to teach following the stroke until 
retiring a few years ago. He is survived by Andrisani and 
his son Jack Jr. A video tribute with photos provided by

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T he long running battle to legalize sports 
wagering at New Jerseys racetracks and 
casinos was nearing the finish line in early 
December, when the Supreme Court was to 
hear the case that pits the state versus the 
professional sports leagues and the NCAA. 
Dennis Drazin, an attorney and the head of the 
management team that operates Monmouth, 
believes a verdict will be announced some time 
in March or April. 

If the Supreme Court rules to uphold the 
Professional and Amateur Sports Protection 
Act of 1992 (PASPA), which prohibit sports 
betting outside Nevada and three other states 
that have limited sports wagering, then its back 
to the drawing board. But many experts believe 
the court will overturn lower courts rulings 
that have gone against Monmouth’s efforts. The 
Supreme Court reverses lower court rulings 
about 70 percent of the time. 

“It’s something like 10,000-1 to get the 
Supreme Court to hear your case, but once the 
Supreme Court takes your case 78 percent of 
time they do something, they either reverse, 
they remand, they make some decision,” 

Drazin said. “We think, and most people think, 
the odds are in our favor, at least 50-50, but 
probably better than that.” 

The argument centers around the 
Tenth Amendment, which states that the 
federal government possesses only those 


powers delegated to it by the United States 
Constitution and all other powers are reserved 
for the states. PASPA is a federal law and 
doesn’t seem to be covered by the constitution. 
New Jersey has enacted specific laws that 
allow sports betting at the state’s casinos and 
racetracks. The court must decide if the federal 
government’s law supersedes the state’s law or 
vice versa. 

“This tees up the federalism case of the 
decade on the tension between state and 
federal sovereignty and this has far reaching 
repercussions going beyond sports betting 
policy,” said attorney Dan Wallach, an expert 
on sports betting issues. “We could be talking 
about marijuana laws, gun control laws, and 
sanctuary cities. The sports betting issue is a 
vehicle over which the court can address these 
many issues on a going forward basis.” 

The Supreme Court could rule that PASPA 
is unconstitutional, which would pave the way 
not only for Monmouth, the Meadowlands, 
Freehold and the casinos to offer sports betting 
but lead the way to widespread sports wagering 
throughout the country. The other option, 
and the one Drazin is rooting for, is that the 
court decides that PASPA is constitutional but 
that New Jersey is only partially repealing the 
law, which is permissible. In 2014, New Jersey 
passed a law that partially repealed its own 
state-wide sports betting ban. It did not legalize 
sports betting, per se, but allowed it only at 
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casinos and racetracks. Therefore, New Jersey law and federal 
law are not one and the same. The reason Drazin is pulling for 
only a partial repeal is because he knows what he is getting 
with the partial repeal and a full repeal could mean many 
things, some of them that could be detrimental to racing. 

Should New Jersey win, Monmouth doesn’t plan to waste 
much time before opening up its sports book. It has already 
partnered with the William Hill bookmaking company and 
has already spent $1 million preparing part of the facility to 
serve as a sports book. Originally, Drazin said they would not 
open up the sports book until the beginning of the 2018 NFL 
season, but now says the plan would be to start up shortly after 
the decision is announced. 

As far as what sports betting would do for Monmouth, 
Drazin has already worked up estimates and they are based 
on only the bricks and mortar racetracks and casinos being 
allowed to have sports betting. (There is wording in the New 
Jersey laws that allows for “former” racetracks to also have 
sports betting, which would open the doors for Atlantic City 
Race Course to have a sports book and even for one to open 
within the mall that has replaced Garden State Park). 

Drazin believes $10 billion would be bet annually on sports 
in the state and that Monmouth would account for about 10 


percent of that total or $1 billion. The gross revenue he said 
would be $75 million, with $25 million coming out of that 
total for overhead. That leaves $50 million in revenue, which 
would be split evenly between William Hill and Monmouth. 
Whatever the numbers are, they would be enough to give New 
Jersey racing a major boost. Drazin has talked about going 
back to a regular fall meet at the Meadowlands, restoring 
bonus programs for New Jersey-breds, and, of course, higher 
purses across the board. 

Those are short-term projections. If sports betting is 
legalized, there’s no telling where things may end up in 10 
years and racing may face some formidable threats. The 
biggest challenge for the sport would be if sports betting goes 
on line and racing is not given a slice of the revenue. With 
so much of racing’s dollars now coming from ADW sites, it’s 
worrisome that on-line sports betting will cannibalize on-line 
horse betting. 

Those are problems for another day. In the meantime, there 
appears to be a solid chance that sports betting is on its way 
to Monmouth Park next spring and that can only mean better 
days ahead for the New Jersey racing and breeding industries. 


Handle up sharply at 
Monmouth-at-Meadowlands meet 


T he eight-card Monmouth at Meadowlands all-turf meet 
that concluded Oct. 28 had large increases in average daily 
handle over 2016, according to figures released by Monmouth 
Park officials. 

While handle was certainly up, the two meets are difficult 
to compare because this year’s meet raced solely on Friday and 
Saturday nights. Additionally, six-race cards were the norm in 
2016. This year’s season began with four six-race programs and 
then added two races per night for the final four dates. 

In 2016, 14 cards were scheduled, but a Friday night and 
a Saturday night were canceled due to weather and/or course 
conditions. 

The 12-program meet consisted of two Wednesday nights, 
three Thursday nights, two Friday nights, and two Saturday 
nights. The meet concluded with Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday daytime cards. 


The most popular betting cards in 2016 were Friday and 
Saturday nights, when ontrack handle was much better than 
other days of the week. 

The 2017 meet averaged $151,422 per night ontrack, an 
increase of 82 percent over the previous year’s ontrack average 
of $83,230. Simulcast handle averaged $1,343,628 per card, up 
36 percent from $988,797 in 2016. 

Weather was excellent for this year’s meet, and field size 
averaged 9.93 runners per race, up from 9.03 runners a year 
earlier. 

“It’s no secret that full fields and turf racing are a winning 
formula, and we’ll look to build on this season’s success next 
year and for years to come,” said Dennis Drazin, chairman and 
CEO of Darby Development, operators of the Monmouth-at- 
Meadowlands meet. 

Victor Lebron won eight races to lead all riders. Jorge 
Navarro and John Toscano Jr. each won three races to top the 
trainer standings. 
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Rainbow Heir rallies to win 
Aqueduct Turf Sprint Championship 



N ew Farm homebred Rainbow Heir had suffered some 
brutal beats over the last year or his lifetime record 
might have been even better than the 12 wins from 29 starts 
he brought into the inaugural running of the Aqueduct Turf 
Sprint Championship at the New York track Nov. 25. 

Rainbow Heir made up for some of those losses by running 
down stablemate Summation Time in deep stretch en route 
to a three-quarter-length victory in the $125,000 turf sprint. 
Dubini, a 59-1 shot, rallied outside to get second by a half- 
length over a rail-skimming Conquest Panthera. It was a neck 
back to Summation Time in fourth. 


The win was the eighth stakes victory for Rainbow Heir, 
and pushed his career earnings to $731,545. The now 8-year- 
old son of Wildcat Heir, out of Rainbow Pride, by Prospectors 
Gamble, will stand at Ocala Stud in Florida in 2018, though 
trainer Jason Servis said the horse could possibly run once 
more before then. 

“Hes a really nice horse,” Servis said, adding that 
Summation Time “ran hard and probably doesn’t want to run 
that way.” 

Summation Time, under Manny Franco, jumped out of the 
gate running and set fractions of 21.80 seconds for the quarter 
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and :44.11 for the opening half-mile. Rainbow Heir, under 
Irad Ortiz Jr., was fifth, but only 3 V 2 lengths off the early pace. 

In the stretch, Ortiz had moved Rainbow Heir into third 
and he had to come out a path as Bucchero, who was chasing 
Summation Time, moved out a path. Ortiz straightened 
Rainbow Heir out quickly and he was able to run by 
Summation Time in deep stretch to get the victory. 

“He broke sharp, he put me right there, just sat comfortable 
and when I asked him he took off,” said Ortiz, who earlier on 
the card won the Forever Together Stakes aboard Penjade (Fr). 


Rainbow Heir covered the 6 furlongs over the outer turf 
course in 1:08.60. 

“You could see on the turf Irad was loaded,” said Servis, 
who watched the race on television from south Florida. 

Rainbow Heir had his most lucrative season ever in 2017, 
winning three of seven starts, all stakes, and placing second 
twice, while earning $228,850. His other stakes wins last year 
came in the Wolf Hill Stakes in open company and the New 
Jersey Breeders Handicap for state-breds, both at Monmouth 
Park. 


2018 Thoroughbred race dates 


M onmouth Park will conduct 52 live race days in 2018 
with an additional six all-turf cards to follow at the 
Meadowlands. 

With approval from the New Jersey Racing Commission 
granted Nov. 15, Monmouth Park has been given the 
green light to commence its 2018 season on Saturday, May 
5 - Kentucky Derby Day. Following that card, racing will run 
Saturdays and Sundays in May plus the addition of Memorial 
Day, Monday, May 28. The month of June will also see live 
cards on Saturdays and Sundays. 


The next holiday card will be Wednesday, July 4, and 
following that weekends races, Fridays will be added to the 
live menu. 

August will see the addition of four Thursdays on the 2nd, 
9th, 16th and 23rd, while September will race Saturdays and 
Sundays as well as Monday the 3rd for Labor Day. 

Racing will shift north to East Rutherford Sept. 14, with 
the first of six turf programs that will run on Fridays and 
Saturdays at the Meadowlands through the end of the month.

M onmouth Park Racetrack is looking for new partners to 
participate in a pilot program that allows the expansion 
of simulcast wagering throughout northern New Jersey. 

“Its an exciting way to bring horse racing even closer to 
fans, while simultaneously driving business to new locations 
that partner with us on this program,” said Bill Knauf, vice 
president of business operations for Monmouth.

The program will call for the installation of a kiosk at the 
new locations from which individual playing pads can be 


The machine will accept 
cash or credit card and pay out cash to winning patrons. 

Via New Jersey statute, the program allows for restaurants 
and taverns to install the necessary equipment to facilitate 
horse race wagering at their establishments. Monmouth Park 
has created a “turnkey” operation with no cost to the host 
facilities that meet the criteria.

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Ohio's 2017 stakes season concludes at Mahoning Valley

W hile the annual $750,000 
Best of Ohio Series in Octo¬ 
ber draws center attention on 
the stakes calendar each year, it is not the 
end of stakes competition in the Buckeye 
State. There were five more $75,000 
stakes on the schedule and they all took 
place at Mahoning Valley 

SnUTHERN MISCHIEF ALL BUSINESS IN 
$75,U0U FIRST LADY 

It looks like the state’s leading owner, 
Ron Paolucci, has pulled another rabbit 
out of his hat (and I don’t mean one to 
soften up the speed in a race!) Bred by 
Greg Justice and Justice Farm, Southern 
Mischief, a daughter of Into Mischief out 
of the Aptitude mare Traditionalist, sold 
for $100,000 at the 2016 OBS March 
2-year-oId sale. Sent to the barn of Bob 
Baffert, she failed to break her maiden in 
five starts at Santa Anita, with her last start 
a $75,000 claiming event. Enter Loooch 
Racing Stables, who turned her training 
over to Jeff Radosevich. Twenty days after 
running in California she won a $30,000 
maiden special weight at JACK Thistle¬ 
down in July by more than a dozen 
lengths. She then ran her through her 
conditions with two more wins prior to 
the First Lady for Ohio-bred 3-year-oId 
fillies Nov. 11. 

Southern Mischief was sent away as 
the favorite in her stakes debut and pulled 
no tricks on her supporters, cruising to a 
4/^-Iength score. Blanconia stumbled at 
the start but quickly recovered and led by 
a length through the opening quarter in 
:23.57. Meanwhile, Southern Mischief 
was away unhurried under Luis Colon, 
and circled the field under her own pow¬ 
er to pull up alongside Blanconia’s flank, a 
half-length behind through the half in 


:47.36. She gained the lead by upper 
stretch, and the outcome was never in 
doubt from there. The final time for the 6 
furlongs was 1:12.73. 

Blanconia, who had been first or sec¬ 
ond in her previous six starts, held second, 
5% lengths clear of the rest of the field. 
Classical Music edged Sprinkle Time by a 
neck to round out the trifecta. Southern 
Mischief is now undefeated in Ohio and 
has career earnings of $115,210. 

EIGHnHEHARDWAYGETBBACKTU 
WINNING WAYS WITH A REPEAT IN THE 
RUFF/KIRCHBERG MEMORIAL 

O.T.B.O. owner Paul Groves is re¬ 
lieved that defending winner Eightthe- 
hardway got back on track as he splashed 
home for a repeat victory in the $75,000 
Ruff/Kirchberg Memorial Handicap for 
Ohio-accredited older horses Nov. 18. 


“We’ve been plagued with bad luck all 
year,” said Groves of the gelding’s 5-year- 
old season. “We lost by a dirty nose in the 
George Lewis Memorial [in June] after 
having to be checked in the race. Then 
ran second and third to Ohio Horse of 
the Year Mo Dont No. 

“We drew inside in most of our races 
and that is not the position he prefers to 
be,” Groves continued. “We decided to 
putTD. Houghton up on him-he is such 
a veteran, saw what he needed and did 
exactly what he needed to do.” Eightthe- 
hardway was fourth and 3 lengths back, 
racing toward the inside, while 2015 
Rufl7Kirchberg Memorial winner Gep- 
petto took the field through a credible 
:48.55 half on the sloppy track. 

Houghton angled Eightthehardway 
outside and clear for running room 
around the far turn and the gelding

caught a stubborn but fading Geppetto in 
upper stretch and pulled clear in the final 
stages to win by 4^ lengths. 

Carrying top weight of 124, giving as 
much as 13 pounds to his seven rivals, 
Eightthehardway recorded a final time of 
1:54.28 for the IVs miles. Daggers Duel 
rallied to edge Geppetto by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length for second. 

Bred by Blazing Meadows Farm and 
trained by Richard Vickers, the son of 
Ohio stallion Parents’ Reward pushed his 
career earnings to $360,473. “We are 
shopping for another spot for him,” stated 
Groves of the 2016 Accredited Male 
Champion. “He’s going so strong right 


now we had to hire a new rider just to 
gallop him. He’s grown now and will be 
better as a 6-year-old than he ever was.” 

EQUINE FAMILY AFFAIR IN THE 
GLACIAL PRINCESS S1AKE8 

Earlier on the Nov. 18 card, favored 
No Truer rolled to a 6-length victory in 
the $75,000 Glacial Princess Stakes for 
Ohio-accredited 2-year-old fillies for her 
first victory in her second lifetime start. In 
2016 her full sister True Cinder won the 
same race for owner and trainer Michael 
Rone. Big sister has now bankrolled 
$289,300 and this family has a bright fu¬ 
ture under Rone’s tutelage. 


No Truer, who finished third in the 
Emerald Necklace Stakes in her career 
debut in October, and True Cinder, who 
is a four-time stakes winner, are both by 
Alcindor out of the unraced Shakespeare 
mare Be True. They were both bred by 
the late Larry Byer. 

No Truer and Irwin Rosendo were 
never far off the pace as they stalked in 
second, and were just a head behind lead¬ 
er Linda N Michelle at the quarter pole. 
No Truer drifted out to the eight-path in 
the stretch and extended her margin 
steadily to be much the best at the wire, 
finishing the 6 furlongs in 1:14.22. 

Linda N Michelle was a clear second, 
5% lengths ahead of Silky Tassels. No Tru¬ 
er now has banked $52,500. “She was 
probably a work away from being at her 
best in her first start in the Emerald 
Necklace and ended up finishing third,” 
stated Mike Rone. “She’s has similarities 
to her sister. They are very kind, but have 
a hotspot in them. True Cinder was able 
to stretch out when she turned 3 and I see 
no reason why this filly won’t.” 

The entire family will take the winter 
off and Rone is looking towards this sea¬ 
son when the family expands at the races. 
“The two fillies are outside standing to¬ 
gether in the field right now and over in 
the barn is their full brother [now 2]. He 
is broke and ready. I am truly blessed.” 

TRUE MMILY AFFAIR IN THE JOSHUA 
RAOOSEVICH MEMORIAL STAKES 

The name Radosevich has been a very 
familiar one to anyone in the racing game 
in the Midwest. There are generations of 
trainers, exercise riders and jockeys in 
their bloodlines and you can add an 
Eclipse Award-winning photographer to 
the family tree. It was only fitting that 
trainer Jeff Radosevich won the race 
named in honor of his nephew Joshua, a 
young rising star as an apprentice in the 
saddle who perished in a breakdown at 
Beulah Park. 

It was all smiles in the winner’s circle 
after Mobil Solution crossed the finish 
line by 2% lengths in the $75,000 Joshua 
Radosevich Memorial for Ohio-accred¬ 
ited 2-year-olds Dec. 2. Under the guid¬ 
ance of Luis Rivera, the dark bay gelding 
pressed the pace to the half mile and drew 
away in 1:15.04 for 6 furlongs. Midnight 
Mikey, winner of the Loyalty Stakes at 
Belterra Park in September, finished sec¬ 
ond over Freekson.

Mobil Solution was bred by Mapleton 
Farm where his sire Mobil stands, and is 
owned by Gerald Silver. Mobil Solution 
finished third in the Loyalty Stakes when 
still a maiden. From six starts, he has two 
wins and $75,290 in earnings. 

LEONffS REWARD REPEATS IN THE 
$75,000 RORRYRRICKER MEMORIAL 

She was crowned as the leading Ac¬ 
credited Ohio-bred Filly of 2016 and her 
on-track performances in 2017 should 
insure a repeat of that title. Leona’s Re¬ 
ward, a daughter of Parents’ Reward bred 
by Blazing Meadows Farm, closed out her 
4-year-old season with an authoritative 
14-length romp in the $75,000 Bobbie 
Bricker Memorial Dec. 2. She won the 
same race the year before wire-to-wire. 

One of the most consistent horses, 
she’s been referred to as a ATM machine 
with hooves. “You couldn’t say that bet¬ 
ter,” laughed breeder and co-owner Tim 
Hamm, who owns her in partnership 
with Michael Friedman. “We call her our 
money tree. Michael came to me looking 
for some horses and I suggested Bling It 
On Again, who was a no brainer and 
turned out to be a nice horse. I suggested 
he get an accredited-bred and we landed 
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on Leona’s Reward. Her first few starts 
were not that good, but she is huge, prob¬ 
ably 17 hands now. I told him not to give 
up on her and she progressively devel¬ 
oped. She was lanky and I did not want to 
tear her up, so we gave her time.” 

Their patience has paid off with career 
earnings of $424,356 from 28 lifetime 
starts. In 2017 she recorded four stakes 
victories. Perhaps her most impressive 
win came on Ohio Derby Day in June 
when she took on her male counterparts 
in the George Lewis and gamely lasted by 
a nose over Eightthehardway. “There was 
a filly race that day,” recalled Hamm. “But 
after evaluating both we thought our 


odds were better against the boys. If you 
pick your spots and place them well you 
can make some money. We map out a plan 
every year and she’s down here turned 
out in Ocala. The big girl will be back 
next season in Ohio.” 

In the lM6-mile Bricker, Leona’s Re¬ 
ward, under Pablo Morales, prompted the 
pace of sprinter Blanconia, who was try¬ 
ing the distance for the first time, caught 
her after a half-mile and took control of 
the race. She won under a hand ride. Fin¬ 
ishing second in the strung-out field was 
True Cinder, 10% lengths the better of 
Grizabella. Blanconia was fourth. The fi¬ 
nal time was 1:48.55.

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Power of Snunner continues 
to spread happiness

Jim Courtney’s multiple stakes winner Power ot Snunner had her best year ever in 2017 at age 7. 


She's just one mare, but Power of Snunner 
makes a lot of people very happy. Her owner and 
breeder, Jim Courtney, is legally blind, but still 
finds joy in his horses. Bill and Barbara Geraghfy, 
who own the sire Power by Far, love to see yet an¬ 
other standout runner from their stud. And Peter 
Giangiulio, who stands Power by Far at his Castle 
Rock Farm in Unionville, is undeniably delighted 
with the whole situation. 

Peter and Barbara are brother and sister, 
and Peter’s father-in-law is friends with Courtney. 
Vl/ith $576,310 earnings through mid-December, 
and more made from Pennsylvania-Bred breeder 
awards. Power ot Snunner has taken all her 
connections on quite the ride. 

The now 8-year-old mare is a second-gener¬ 
ation Courtney homebred. He acquired Neolithic, a 
daughter of Preakness Stakes-GI winner Deputed 


Testamony, off the track; her very first foal was 
graded stakes winner Finally Here, by Yarrow 
Brae. Neolithic visited that stallion seven times, 
producing five foals, including five-time winner 
Snunner as her third foal. The fourth. Winning 
Grace, is the dam ot Pennsylvania-Bred Horse 
of the Year Page McKenney, victor in 20 of his 
52 lifetime starts, with earnings of almost $1.8 
million. 

Although Courtney sold Winning Grace, he 
kept Snunner. Winning Grace’s older sister has 
carried on the female family's tradition of throwing 
stakes horses. Her first foal, Spring Dance, was 
a stakes winner at 3 at Parx. Her second, from 
the same crop as Page McKenney, is Power of 
Snunner. 

Courtney, who got his first taste of the equine 
business by saving $12 to purchase a horse

while in eighth grade, said, “i was hopefui, 
but i didn't know she wouid be this good. She 
was a nice foai, so we thought she might be a 
runner.” 

Unraced at 2, Power of Snunner took four 
tries to break her maiden, accompiishing it 
at Penn Nationai in 2013 under the tuteiage 
of trainer Timothy Kreiser. She won four of 
13 starts that year and was on the board 11 
times. She piaced in stakes, but didn't earn her 
first biack-type victory untii 2015, taking the 
Foxy J.G. Stakes at Parx in May. She foiiowed 
with seconds in three more stakes before 
injury struck. 

‘‘She tore a tendon,” Courtney said. “\ had 
a horse do that once and he did not come back 
at aii after a year, so with Power of Snunner we 
took it very siow. We did a stem ceii operation 


on her ankie, rested her in a staii and waiked 
her. We worked with her very, very siowiy.” 

Power of Snunner returned at the Fair 
Grounds with trainer Joe Sharp in December 
2016 in the Pan Zareta Stakes. Despite a 
16-month iayoff, she finished second. Shipped 
to Oakiawn she proceeded to show she was 
better than ever, running second in the Bayakoa 
Stakes-G3 and fourth in the Azeri Stakes-G2. 
She finished second in Keeneiand’s Doubie- 
dogdare Stakes-G3 with Mike Smith as her 
piiot, and was fourth at Pimiico in the Grade 3 
Aiiaire DuPont Distaff, before finaiiy breaking 
through in the Obeah Stakes at Deiaware Park. 
That victory sent her back to Pennsyivania, 
where she has been reunited with Kreiser. Fier 
most recent win came in the $100,000 Pium 
Pretty Stakes in October. With nine wins and 
16 seconds in 34 starts. Power of Snunner has 
earned $576,310. 

Her success has put the spotiight on 
Power by Far, a 10-time stakes-winning sprinter 
and muitipie graded stakes-piaced son of 
Power of Mind who stands for $1,500. With 14 
crops of racing age. Power by Far has impres¬ 
sive numbers to offer: 64 percent starters from 
foais, 55 percent winners from starters, and 
average earnings per starter of over $59,000. 

‘‘i couid go on and on about his stats,” 
Giangiuiio said, ‘‘if you're breeding to race, there 


is no better horse. He's so consistent, and has 
the perfect conformation.” 

Power by Far won 15 of 32 races and ran 
competitiveiy against the iikes of sprint stars 
Artax and Yes it's True before retiring directiy to 
Pennsyivania. 

‘‘As a racehorse he's the most exciting 
thing that ever happened to us,” Barbara Ger- 
aghty said. ‘‘He was just so good, very honest 
and proud of himseif. He wanted to be the best 
he couid be. He was the first one we'd ever had 
that was anything iike that.” 

Power by Far earned $544,335; his 
progeny have earned over $4.3 miiiion. ‘‘He’s a 
dream, he reaiiy is,” Geraghty said. 

‘‘He’s venerabie, iet’s just say that,” added 
Giangiuiio. ‘‘He’s the most undiscovered trea¬ 
sure in any stud barn in the state.” 

For Courtney, Power of Snunner is evi¬ 
dence to stay in the game, ‘‘i’ve aiways enjoyed 
horses,” he said, and iooks forward to 2018 
when Power of Snunner is scheduied to return 
for the Pennsyivania-Bred stakes program. 

Courtney has experienced first hand the 
success of the Pennsyivania’s breeder’s bonus 
program, ‘‘i iike the breeding program they 
have, which is why i foaied her in Pennsyiva¬ 
nia,” he said, ‘‘it’s been great, i think she's won 
over $100,000 for me as a breeder, i hope to 
breed her after next season and race the foai.”

Strong Response To New Virginia Residency Program is Encouraging 



There are 79 certified farms & training centers in Virginia. A complete list is available at vabred.org. 


When the new Virginia Residency 
program began in July there was plenty of 
reason for industry optimism but nobody 
could predict how successful it would or 
would not be by years end. The purpose 
and details of the incentive program 
are pretty straightforward. Horses who 
enter the program must board or train 
at a certified Virginia farm or training 
center for six consecutive months prior to 
December 31st of their two-year-old year. 
Once certified, they will be eligible for a 
25% purse bonus for any non-Virginia 
restricted win at pari-mutuel tracks in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

Less than six months later, initial 
results are impressive. At the December 
14th meeting of the Virginia Racing 
Commission (VRC), Virginia Equine 
Alliance (VEA) President Debbie Easter 


reported receiving 334 applications for 
the program, the majority of which are 
out of state horses that now reside in the 
Commonwealth. “We probably have ten 
farms that are maxed out on space as a 
direct result of the initiative,” said Easter. 
“Its the first time in years weVe had this 
kind of situation in Virginia. There are 
smiles on many faces,” she added. 

Karen Godsey, who owns and operates 
Eagle Point Earm in Ashland with her 
mother Donna Dennehy, is one of those 
who has seen a spike in business. “WeVe 
been fortunate over the years to stay pretty 
full, but the certified program has allowed 
us to be more selective in choosing our 
clients. A year ago we had four weanlings 
at the farm,” said Godsey. “This year, we 
have 15. The class of the weanlings is 
much better as well. They are nicely bred 


and much better than ones weVe had.” 

A year ago, Godsey cut eight paychecks 
a week to farmhands. During the week 
of December 15th this year, she cut 13. 
“We re getting better clients and as a 
result, have more revenue and have been 
able to take care of some much needed 
projects on the property.” 

Stephanie Nixon, who owns and operates 
nearby Horseshoe Hill Earm in Ashland, 
has had similar experiences. “Some of my 
current clients are staying longer,” said 
Nixon. “I picked up three weanlings from 
a phone call just yesterday from a client 
I’ve been trying to lure for years. I recently 
had to build a new run-in shed due to 
the extra business. I wasn’t prepared 
initially for such a positive response to the 
program, but I’m thrilled.”

Diana McClure runs the DMC Carousel 
Stables with her husband Michael Cooney 
at Walnut Hall in Berryville. “The six 
month time frame needed to complete 
the residency requirement seems like the 
magic number,” noted McClure. “Just 
getting one additional horse would have 
improved my business, but I have nine new 
ones already” 

In mid-2016, a Virginia-bred owners bonus 
program was implemented by the HBPA 
and VTA. Owners of a Virginia-bred or 
sired horse that won a race at pari-mutuel 
tracks in the Mid-Atlantic earned an 
additional 25% bonus on top of their purse 
winnings. “It was a brand new incentive 
that created some momentum in Virginia,” 
said Easter. “I don’t know if it created any 
new breeding operations in the state, but it 
did create value for Virginia-bred horses.” 

Woodberry Payne credits the Owners 
Bonus Program with laying the 
groundwork for the residency program. 
Payne owns the Ingleside Horse Training 
Center, located on the grounds of 
Montpelier in Orange, Virginia. He has 


75 horses in training, has hired seven new 
employees, increased the wage base for 
those employees and has increased his day 
rate as well. “I’ve had owners that received 
bonus checks in the mail from the Owner’s 
Incentive Program. That really has helped 
bring attention to Virginia-breds and 
set the stage for the residency program. 
Virginia is making in-roads in all states 
in the Mid-Atlantic,” said Payne. “I’ve had 
to turn away 25 horses, but have referred 
them to other nearby centers.” 

Fourth Virginia Off ffack 
Betting Center is 
Approved 

In November, the VEA received 
Commission approval to open its 
fourth Off Track Betting (OTB) Center, 
which will be located in Collinsville (in 
Henry County, just outside the City of 
Martinsville). The Henry County Board 
of Zoning Appeals granted a special use 
permit later in the month which cleared 
the way for satellite wagering to return 
to the area. Colonial Downs previously 
had an OTB in Ridgeway, also in Henry 
County. 

The OTB will be located inside the Quality 
Inn, known to locals as the Dutch Inn 
courtesy of a giant windmill positioned 
on its facade. The hotel recently closed its 
Elying Dutchman Lounge for extensive 
renovations and once complete, the bar will 
reopen as an upscale sports lounge with 
satellite wagering. The complex is located 
on heavily traveled Route 220. Renovations 
will begin January 1st and are expected to 
take between 60-90 days. 

The VEA currently operates two OTBs in 
Richmond, at Breakers Sports Grille and 
Ponies & Pints, and one in Chesapeake 


at Buckets Bar & Grill. A future OTB site 
in Hampton has been selected and the 
application process for that has begun. 

strategic Planning 
Committee Presents 
Draft Of Five Year Horse 
Racing Industry Plan 

Several months ago, the VRC established 
a Strategic Planning Committee to create 
a clear, consensus based plan to guide 
regulatory and industry stakeholders 
toward securing the future success of 
Virginia’s horse racing industry. The 
VEA took ownership of the planning 
initiative and held a series of meetings 
with other industry stakeholders over a 
four month period. A draft of the five year 
consensus strategic plan was presented 
at the December VRC meeting and 
focused on five main targets: to maintain 
a strong industry alliance, to develop and 
maintain a recognizable live racing product 
and brand, to grow industry revenue, 
to develop regionally and nationally 
recognized racing venues, and to support 
incentives. The complete plan is available 
to view at virginiahorseracing.com and vrc.

Virginia Thoroughbred Association 
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Talking horses and life 
with James W. Casey

I f you live within 100 miles of 
Charles Town, WVd., and take part 
in a conversation on the subject of 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding, 
chances are the name Casey will be 
the first to pass your lips. 

The soon to be 88-year-old 
proprietor of Taylor Mountain 
Farm has established a model of 
excellence that may never be 
equaled. 

His penchant for winning races on 
West Virginia Breeders Classics night 
and his ability to record aggregate 
successes in important contests is 
legendary. 

I stopped by to see "The Coach" 
at his familiar lair (barn 5), hoping to 
gain some personal insight into two 
of his recent success stories: William 
and Mary and Bound to Windsor, 
both by home stallion Windsor 
Castle. 

After what seemed like only 
minutes, I glanced down at my 


watch and it was as if time had 
stood still. Hours had passed, as the 
articulate octogenarian regaled me 
with stories of family, friends, money 
and fame. It didn't take long for me 
to realize that we hadn't touched 
on the intended subject, but it 
didn't matter, as I found Mr. Casey's 
comprehensive memory riveting and 
highly educational. 

Casey began, "Dad was born 
and raised in Connecticut and upon 
graduating from college received 
a degree in veterinary science. He 
practiced primarily in New York, 
more specifically Belmont Park. 
However, at the request of trainers 
Ben and Jimmy Jones he eventually 
transitioned to Virginia, becoming 
the first licensed veterinarian to 
practice west of the Blue Ridge. I 
still recall my father leaving, at the 
crack of dawn, in his Model T Ford, to 
traverse the rural country roads." 

Casey was born in Berryville, Va., 
but grew up in nearby Boyce. He 


was 11 years old when the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor. 

"I think that tragic event had a 
psychological impact on me and 
probably led me to enlist in the Army 
in 1952 after my graduation from 
William and Mary in 1951," he said. 

While at William and Mary, Casey 
majored in physical education. This 
course of study proved fortuitous 
during his stint in the military. 

"I had an intense fondness 
for sports and while in Germany 
made the acquaintance of several 
professional and semi-professional 
ballplayers. My unit commander, 
who had attended Massanutten 
Military Academy, was very familiar 
with my hometown and gave me 
my first job as a coach." 

Casey recalled there were 64 
teams in the league and the year 
prior to his arrival 48 of the players 
had major league experience. 
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"My service in the Army 
afforded me a sense of patriotism, 
comradeship and created contacts 
that wouid benefit me when i 
returned home to civiiian iife in 1953" 

Casey was fortunate to secure a 
position at James Wood High Schooi 
and amazingiy spent the next 
32y2 years as coach, teacher and 
athietic director. 

"Due to my miiitary background, 
my passion was to try and instruct 
young minds about discipiine, and 
the dangers of aicohoi and smoking. 
Nowadays, i'm not sure if my 
message wouid resonate with this 
generation, but in my day there was 
an explicit respect for authority." 

Mr. Casey turned his attention 
to the most crucial ingredient in 
his formula for endless humility 
and ageless prosperity; his dearly 
departed wife, Eleanor. 

"Eleanor was the fourth of five 
children and her father passed away 
when she was in the first grade. 

Born and raised at Llangollen Farm 
in Virginia, Eleanor's father worked 
with a division of their show horses 
and was the driving force behind 
her superb knowledge of horses. It 
has always been a misconception 
that Eleanor was raised with a silver 
spoon in her mouth. Her mother 
took on many odd jobs, especially 
cleaning houses, following the death 
of her husband, to help the family 


survive. When they moved to Boyce, 
they possessed no car, no phone, no 
television or indoor facilities." 

Casey was adamant that 
people know the practical woman 
he credits with 100 percent of his 
present day prosperity. 

"Eleanor never gave a hoot 
about money." 

During their decades together, 
Eleanor Casey was the only woman 
in the male-dominated investment 
firm of Scott & Stringfellow. 
According to Casey she was 
employed there from 1968 to 2002. 

"We purchased the tract of 
land, which Taylor Mountain Farm 
rests on, in 2000, and moved there 
in 2002. Eleanor named all of our 
horses, because to her it symbolized 
their individualism. She was a great 
animal lover and incredibly informed 
about horses." 

Casey began to shuffle mounds 
of paperwork, looking for a program, 
while re-calibrating his thought 
process on the reason why I paid 
him a visit. 

"I have been fortunate (in 201 7 ] 
to train a pair of very gifted babies." 

William and Mary, out of the 
Dehere mare Demay, was the talk of 
the backstretch when he made his 
August debut, tailing a series of lively 
workouts. The filly Bound to Windsor 
(out of Bound To, by Boundary), 


broke her maiden in spectacular 
fashion one day earlier. 

Their sire Windsor Castle, now 
20, continues to produce broad- 
chested offspring with the capacity 
to compete at any distance. 

William and Mary captured the 
Henry Mercer Memorial Stakes in 
his second start, finished second to 
Bound to Windsor in the West Virginia 
Futurity and is clearly the front-runner 
for year-end divisional honors. Casey 
mentioned that next stop on the 
agenda for the horse named after 
his alma mater was the Tri-State 
Futurity in late December. 

Bound to Windsor, a grand¬ 
looking filly and morning workout 
partner of William and Mary, 
appears a prohibitive selection for 
the 2-year-old filly category. 

The filly turned in a stylish 
performance in the Eleanor Casey 
Memorial Nov. 24, her third stakes 
win in a row, as family and friends 
emotionally gathered in the post¬ 
race ceremonies which saw a family 
sweep of the race's top three spots. 

Eleanor may not have been 
physically present, but in the cool 
evening mist, one could almost 
envision the matriarch of the 
popular Casey clan, clothed in 
her distinctive red dress, graciously 
accepting accolades for another 
Taylor Mountain Farm triumphant 
outcome.

Colonial Cup moving to spring, 
will key Carolina Cup program

The 86th annual Carolina Cup Races on 
March 31 will offer a record $325,000 in purses, 
highlighted by the first spring edition of the 
Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup (Gr. 1), worth 
$150,000 and showcasing the sport’s stars. 

In addition, the signature Carolina Cup for 
emerging steeplechase stars will carry a $75,000 
purse, and races will be offered for fillies and 
mares in the $40,000 Life’s Illusion and for four- 
year-olds in the $30,000 Raymond G. Woolfe. 

The program, approved in November by 
the Carolina Cup Racing Association’s Board 
of Directors, was developed by Carolina Cup 
Executive Director John Cushman and Bill Gallo 
Jr., the National Steeplechase Association’s 
director of racing. 

Cushman expressed appreciation to his fellow 
board members for approving an expanded and 
expansive program. “We’re very proud of the 
program. We’re fully invested in the sport,” he 
said. “This is the single best program we’ve ever 
put together.” 

Cushman said the Carolina Cup’s prospective 
races were announced well in advance so that 
steeplechase horsemen will have plenty of time 
to prepare for the rich races in Camden, S.C. 

Camden, a center of winter Thoroughbred 
training for nearly a century, also will have 
available stalls for horsemen wanting to prepare 
their horses in a moderate climate in late winter. 
“We’re hoping steeplechase horsemen will ship 
down six or eight weeks before the races,” he said. 
“You’re not going to miss any time training, and 
you can ship north fi:om here.” 

With the purse increases, the Carolina Cup will 
be one of the three richest racing programs on the 
NSA’s spring schedule, with the Virginia Gold 
Cup on May 5 and the Iroquois Steeplechase in 


Nashville the following Saturday. 

A week after the traditional Aiken Spring 
kickoff for the racing season, the Carolina Cup 
will get the NSA’s 2018 stakes program off to a 
fast start. The Colonial Cup is at 2 3/8 miles on 
the Springdale Course and will be one of spring 
season’s two Grade 1 races along with the Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois in Nashville on May 12. 

The Carolina Cup, at 2 1/8 miles, is open to 
novices, or horses in their first seasons of racing 
over fences. It will precede the Queen’s Cup MFC 
’Chase on April 28 and Iroquois’ Marcellus Frost 
Champion Hurdle, all for novices. 

The $40,000 Life’s Illusion at two miles will 


put the spotlight on the females who run and 
jump. The Life’s Illusion will be one of two top 
spring races for the fillies and mares with Iroquois’ 
Margaret Currey Henley. 

The Raymond J. Woolfe, to be run at two miles, 
also moves to the spring from the fall, when it was 
limited to three-year-olds. Also on the card is a 
maiden hurdle and a training flat race. 

“The Carolina Cup is to be commended for 
putting together an impressive program for its 
2018 spring meet,” Gallo said. “On one afternoon, 
the Carolina Cup’s fans will be able to see some 
of the sport’s best horses as they begin their 2018 
racing seasons.”

The stars of the show will be the horses and horse 
people who made the 2017 racing season so 
special and memorable. 

The dinner will follow the NSA Race 
Chairmen’s meeting beginning that morning at 
10 at the Maryland Club. The NSA Board of 
Directors will meet the following morning at the 
Maryland Club. 

The dinner’s principal award, the Lonesome 
Glory Award, will be presented to Mr. Hot Stuff, 
owned by Mrs. S. K. “Gil” Johnston Jr. and 
trained by Jack Fisher. The Tiznow gelding, then 
11, seized the award as the year’s leading earner 
with a gutty nose victory in the $400,000 Grand 
National (Gr. 1) at the Far Hill Races on Oct. 21. 

Also third in the 2017 Temple Gwathmey (Gr. 
3), Mr. Hot Stuff topped the earnings board with 
$251,000 in jumps purses. 

Accepting its first leading owner trophy will 
be the Bruton Street-US stable of friends Mike 
Hankin, Charlie Fenwick, and Charlie Noell. 
Bruton Street-US led the owner table with 
$438,500 and prevailed by a mere $12,800 over 
Gil Johnston, who led after Far Hills. 

Bruton Street-US raced two of the year’s top 
five earners. Its Scorpiancer was king of the 
spring with two wins in two starts, the Temple 
Gwathmey and the $200,000 Calvin Houghland 
Iroquois (Gr. I). 

The stable’s Moscato reigned as the year’s 
top novice with four wins in six starts, including 
back-to-back triumphs in Saratoga’s Michael 
G. Walsh Novice Stakes and Belmont Park’s

his way to the year’s novice championship. Bruton Street-US was the champion owner. 
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William Entenmann Novice Stakes. He earned 
$156,000 and topped the earnings list going 
into the Far Hills meet. 

Fenwick’s Doc Cebu won the Willowdale 
Steeplechase, Genesee Valley Hunt Cup, and 
International Gold Cup to claim the timber 
championship. 

Fisher, who also trained Scorpiancer, 
Moscato, and Doc Cebu, claimed his sixth 
consecutive champion trainer title and 
established a record for trainer purses at 
$1,321,150. 


Amy Taylor Rowe’s Lady Blanco reigned as 
the Life’s Illusion filly-mare champion for trainer 
Leslie Young, and Julie Gomena trained Bonnie 
Rye Stable’s Menacing Dennis to the three-year- 
old title. Lady Blanco won Far Hills’ Peapack 
Stakes, and Menacing Dennis was placed first 
in the Gladstone Stakes at Far Hills as a result 
of a disqualification. 

Darren Nagle had a career year with 18 wins 
and secured his first champion jockey title. Sean 
McDermott was the leading jockey by purses for 
the second straight year.

In Memoriam 



RONALD GREEN 

Ronald Green, proprietor with his wife 
Carolyn of the highly successful com¬ 
mercial breeding operation Green WiUow 
Farms in Westminster, Md., died suddenly 
Nov. 24 at the age of 71. 

The Greens, married for 43 years, were 
in the final stages of retiring from the 
business and selling the farm at the time 
of his death. 

The couple operated Green WiUow for 
more than four decades, speciaUzing in 
breeding and sales. Carolyn had purchased 
the original core property of approxi¬ 
mately nine acres in the mid-1960s, and at 
the time of their marriage had expanded 
the farm to just over 100 acres. EventuaUy 
Green Willow covered more than 200 
acres, had staUs for 100 horses, offered 
boarding and foaUng services and for a 
number of years stood stallions, including 
millionaire Roo Art, Masked Dancer and 
Meadow Monster. In an interview in Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred in July 2003, Green 
said: “We are involved in aU phases [of the 
horse business] except breaking and train¬ 
ing. Sales are among our specialties.” 

Green was born in Frederick, Md., grew 
up in RandaUstown and had no particular 
connection to horses until he went to work 
for the Reisterstown Veterinary Center in 
1964, eventuaUy making the rounds with 
equine surgeon Dr. WendeU Loomis. Ron 
met Carolyn when she was employed as 
a secretary at Sagamore Farm in nearby 
Glyndon. 

Regular consignors to the major sales 
in Kentucky, Maryland, Florida as weU as 
Saratoga, the Greens sold numerous six- 
figure yearUngs. “It was our primary goal,” 
noted Carolyn. “Ronny always felt Uke that 
was their Kentucky Derby day and they 
had to look their absolute best and that’s 
what we always strived for.” 

Among the biggest prices were horses 
bred by Green WiUow and sold in back-to- 
back years in the early 2000s at Saratoga— 
$600,000 for a son of Boston Harbor out 
of Round It Off (by Apalachee), a half- 
brother to top sprinter Disco Rico; and 
$525,000 for a Maria’s Mon—Restless 
Colony (by Pleasant Colony) colt. They stiU 
hold the record for selling the highest- 
priced weanling at Timonium, when they 
handled the dispersal of Mea Culpa Stables 
in 1999, which had the sales topper, a 
$240,000 Boston Harbor colt out DoUar 
Poker. 

The Greens also bred and sold 2015 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year The Big 
Beast, a Grade 1-winning sprinter now 


standing at stud in Florida. Another nota¬ 
ble Green WiUow-bred sales horse was Life 
Happened. A half-sister to Disco Rico, the 
daughter of Stravinsky never raced, and 
was sold after producing one foal for the 
Greens in 2006. She went on to become 
the dam of champion and $4,437,918- 
earner Tepin, and miUionaire Vyjack. 

One of the best runners they kept to 
race after she faUed to meet her reserve was 
multiple stakes winner Simoom, a daughter 
of Rahy out of Given. Both Given and her 
fuU-sister HoUday Dancer were stakes win¬ 
ners by Masked Dancer bred by the Greens. 

Green had served multiple terms on 
the MHBA board and was appointed by 
Gov. Robert L. EhrUch Jr. to the Maryland 
Agricultural Commission, representing the 
equine industry, in 2005. 

DOROTHY NANCY LANG 

Dorothy Nancy Christman Lang, of 
Monkton, Md., passed away at her home 
Nov. 18, of compUcations from a stroke. 
The widow of racing executive Chick Lang 
was 87. 

Known to everyone as Nancy, she was 
born in PhoenixviUe, Pa., and moved with 
her family to Baltimore as a teen. There 
she met Charles “Chick” Lang and married 


shortly after. They were together for 63 
years until his death in 2010. 

Throughout his career. Chick Lang held 
every job imaginable on the racetrack, 
from hotwalker to PimUco general man¬ 
ager, and Nancy was there to support him. 
Lang was also a jockey’s agent for a time, 
handUng the book of Hall of Famer BiU 
Hartack. 

Two-time EcUpse Award-winning writ¬ 
er BiU Christine, who wrote the Hartack 
biography Bill Hartack: The Bittersweet L^e 
of a Hall of Fame fockey released in 2016, 
is quick to credit Lang for her contribu¬ 
tions. “I couldn’t have written the book 
without her,” said Christine. “She saved 
every scrap-and shared the material with 
me—from virtuaUy everything that was 
written about Chick and Hartack during 
the six years they were together. Then she 
gave me numerous interviews that were 
fiUed with behind-the-scenes information 
about Hartack.” 

The Langs had two chUdren. Their 
son, racing executive Charles “Chickie” 
Lang, died from cancer in 1992. They are 
survived by their daughter Debi and her 
husband Jeff Tessier, of Monkton, Md., 
six grandchildren, including Bart Lang, 
director of racing of Lone Star Park, and 
15 great-grandchUdren. 
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BERNARD J. DANEY 

Bernard Joseph Daney, whose diverse 
career included decades of running a 
successful breeding operation and 
serving as chairman of the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Racing Commission for 
18 years as well as on numerous indus¬ 
try boards, passed away Dec. 9. The 
Greenville, Del., resident was 92. 

The first breakout horse to cam¬ 
paign for Daney and Arlene, his wife 
of more than 60 years, was homebred 
Parfaitement, a son of Halo who won 
five stakes, took the Daneys to the 
1983 Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
and hit the board in the Grade 1 HaskeU 
Invitational and Wood Memorial. 
The Daneys purchased their first 
Thoroughbreds in 1960, but after los¬ 
ing their runners in the claim box, they 
didn’t return for 12 years. In 1972 they 
bought a 2-year-old colt. Take Charge, 
from Stuart S. Janney Jr. A few months 
later they had their first stakes horse 
when Take Charge finished second in 
the Maryland Futurity. 

The Daneys purchased a yearling fiUy 
by Rambunctious from Janney the next 
year. Named Ramhyde, she became a 
stakes winner, but an even better brood¬ 
mare. Her runners for the Daneys includ¬ 
ed Ramten, winner of the Pennsylvania 
Futurity, and stakes-placed Rambitony. 
Ramhyde’s Halo daughter Rowdy Angel 
was sold by the couple for $85,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga Yearling sale to 
LobloUy Stable, for whom she produced 
Preakness Stakes-Gl winner Pine Bluff 
and Grade 1 Arkansas Derby winner 
Demons Begone. Rowdy Angel’s stakes- 
placed daughter Angel Fever is the dam 
of Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Fusaichi 
Pegasus. 

The Daneys’ stakes-winning home¬ 
bred Halo mare Dormir was also a stakes 
producer. Her daughter Dirce won a 
stakes in Italy and son Ordinary Time 
was stakes-placed in the U.S. She then 
produced Docent (by Waquoit) in 1998. 
Docent earned $802,704 in the Daneys’ 
colors while winning a dozen stakes, 
three in the Maryland Million, including 
back-to-back scores in the Classic. 

Daney generously lent his support to 
the industry, and in addition to his time 
with the Delaware Thoroughbred Racing 
Commission, he was chairman of the 
Association of Racing Commissioners 
International in 2007, board of direc¬ 
tor of Fair Hill Races, a board member 
and treasurer of Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association (from 1983 to 
2001), and secretary/treasurer of the 
National Racing Compact in Lexington, 


Ky. In 2009 he received a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award from the Association of 
Racing Commissioners International. 

Daney displayed his penchant for 
service early in life when upon grad¬ 
uating from high school in 1943 he 
entered the military that October. A 
member of the 28th Infantry Regiment 
in France and Germany, he fought in 
the Hurtgen Forest, the Roer River, and 
met the Russian Army north of Berlin. 
He was discharged in October 1945 with 
a “Combat Infantry Badge” with three 
battle stars and the Bronze Star. 

Less than three years after his return 
from the war he graduated from Temple 
University with a Bachelor’s Degree in 
Accounting. He passed the CPA exam in 
Delaware and Pennsylvania and headed 
several large CPA firms in Wilmington 
from 1953 to 1992. In addition to his 
work as a CPA, he taught taxes and 
accounting at Goldey Beacom College 
and became co-founder of Brandywine 
College (now Widener University Law 


School) where he continued to teach 
and was vice president of administra¬ 
tion from 1965 to 1986. He served on 
the boards of numerous schools and 
academies in Delaware, was a member of 
Delaware Higher Education Commission 
and served as director of the Delaware 
Higher Education Loan Program, among 
other educational positions. 

Additional board positions ranged 
from the financial and investment com¬ 
mittee of the Catholic Diocese of 
Wilmington, to president of the Sierra 
Club of Delaware, to the board of Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield of Delaware (for 
36 years), the Delaware Symphony and 
Therapeutic Riding at Carousel Park 
(TRAC). 

Daney is survived by Arlene as weU 
as his sons Chris (and wife Stephanie) 
of Avondale, Pa., Greg (and wife Liz) of 
RosweU, Ga., Duane of Ocean Ridge, 
Fla., and Michael and wife Amy of 
Darlington, Md. All his sons have been 
involved in the horse industry. 
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History Lessons 

The resilient Royal Governor 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

R oyal Governor was leggy, lengthy and 
light-waisted. Joe Palmer wrote in 
American Race Horses 1949 that the son 
of Pilate ‘‘was not a robust colt at best, being 
narrow through the body . but Charles 
Hatton noted in the 1950 American Racing 
Manual that “He makes up in the size of his 
heart what he lacks in the size of his girth.” 

A light-chestnut gelding sporting a large 
star in the middle of his forehead. Royal 
Governor was a rising 3-year-old after a solid 
campaign at 2 in which he won four stakes 
from 13 starts in 1946 for his owner Mrs. 
Esther duPont Weir and trainer James E. 
Ryan. However, the unthrifty gelding didn’t 
make it past May the next season. Ryan’s 
treatment for Royal Governor was supple¬ 
menting his diet with raw eggs, and as much 
milk as he could drink. The gelding made it 


back to the races in 1948, and by 1949 was on 
his way to a championship. 

Bred in Virginia by Abram S. Hewitt and 
foaled at his Montana HaU farm near White 
Post, Royal Governor was purchased by 
duPont Weir for |9,200 as a yearling at auc¬ 
tion. Considering his medical conditions in 
which he missed most of his 3-year-old sea¬ 
son and his entire year at 8, he raced through 
age 11, made 135 starts and earned $360,920. 
Seven times in his career he made four starts 
in a single month, including three times in 
1949. That season, he ran 23 times and won 
eight races, six stakes. By the end of the year 
he shared the title of champion sprinter with 
Delegate. 

The championship season had its ups 
and downs, but back-to-back wins in Dela¬ 
ware Park’s Wilmington and Brandywine 
Handicaps two days apart in May, three 
consecutive stakes wins at Jamaica in 
October—the Interborough, Grey Lag (three 
days later) and Questionnaire—plus a score 



in the Fall Highweight at Belmont underlined 
his determination and courage. Only four of 
his wins that year were sprints, as he won up 
to iyi6 miles and just missed by a neck in the 
iyi6-mile Westchester Handicap, which would 
have been his fourth stakes win in a row. 

Royal Governor returned at 6 to win the 
iy4-mile Widener at Hialeah during a 19-start 
season, and at 7 took the lys-mile Stars and 
Stripes at Arlington in his turf debut (in 
his 78th start). Campaigned by duPont his 
entice career (by 1954 she had remarried and 
raced her stable in the name of Mrs. J.R.H 
Thouron), Royal Governor made his final 
start at Delaware Park in June 1955 and was 
reticed after finishing fifth. His death, at age 
25, was reported to The Jockey Club in 1969. 


A racing empire for the Aga Khan

T he auction had gotten a little out of 
hand, and most of the blame could be 
laid at the feet of George Lambton. 
Lambton (1860-1945) was a former officer in 
the British infantry, and a former amateur 
steeplechase jockey (a role in which he won 
the prestigious Grand Steeple-Chase de Paris 
in 1888). After a serious fall, he had turned to 
training racehorses, and was generally consid¬ 
ered one of the finest trainers of his day. 
Today, however, Lambton was waging a bid¬ 
ding war on William Tatem, Baron Glanely. 
Lord Glanely was a hugely successful race¬ 
horse breeder between the World Wars. By 
the time the yearling sales were held at 
Doncaster in September 1921, Lord Glanely 
had akeady won the Epsom Derby and was 
eager for new turf conquests. 

Both men sought to purchase a beautiful 
chestnut fiUy of sound pedigree and attrac¬ 
tive conformation named Teresina. Bidding 
had started at the hefty sum of 1,000 guineas 
and had risen quickly into staggering totals. 
5,000 guineas. 6,000 guineas. 7,000 guineas!

Lord Glanely bid 7,600 guineas, only to be 
outbid immediately by Lambton at 7,700. It 
was at this price that the auctioneer, the 
esteemed Somerville TattersaU, would ulti¬ 
mately award the filly to Lambton. 

Lambton wasn’t bidding for himself. 
Earlier in 1921, he had received a request 
to meet in London with Sultan Muhammed 
Shah, the Aga Khan. The Aga Khan (1877- 
1957) had been urged by his friend, Baron 
Wavertree, to enter the Thoroughbred horse 
breeding world in 1904. The Aga Khan was 
of the opinion that if a horse breeding enter¬ 
prise was to be founded, it should be done 
properly. He had waited, opting to focus 
on his political and religious responsibilities 
instead. But by 1921, he was ready to build 
his stable. He met with Lambton in London, 
attempting to woo him away from the Earl 
of Derby as a trainer. Unable to persuade 
Lambton to train his horses, the Aga Khan 


had engaged him as his agent to purchase the 
horses to begin his new racing stable. 

The Aga Khan’s instructions were simple 
enough: focus on mares and fillies, only pur¬ 
chase colts when they showed significant 
promise. When the yearling sales arrived, 
Lambton was determined to find the very 
best bloodstock for the Aga Khan. A brown 
filly named Cos was purchased for 5,000 
guineas —by the time Lambton left the sales 
he spent a total of 24,520 guineas for eight 
horses. The tally would make up about 14 
percent of the total for the entire sale. 

It was a promising beginning for the Aga 
Khan’s stable. Teresina estabHshed herself as 
a horse with exemplary stamina, and after 
three years of racing and a victory in the 
Jockey Club Stakes, was retired from racing. 
She went on to produce six stakes winners. In 
1922, Lambton purchased Mumtaz Mahal, a 
dashing gray filly with blinding speed. She 
would go on to be one of the most successful 
2-year-olds in the history of flat racing (and 
had a massive influence in the breeding shed). 
By 1924, the Aga Khan was the leading 
owner. He would go on to become one of 
the most decorated racehorse owners and 
breeders of the early 20th Century and is still 
the only owner to have won the Derby five 
times and be named British champion owner 
13 times. 
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Looking Back 


75years ago 

B The portraits of four exemplary 
Maryland-bred horses, depicting the best 
“over timber, brush, turf and soil” who 
competed in 1942 were displayed: Stuart 
Janney’s Winton, winner of Maryland’s 
three major timber races; William Brann’s 
Pictor, a son of *Challenger II who was 
the top money-winner for the second year 
in a row; top steeplechaser Elkridge; and 
Beauty VIIL It was noted about the latter: 
“A champion is a champion, whether he 
be Thoroughbred or draft horse.” Beauty 
VIII, a Percheron mare, had been the star 
of the 1942 Maryland State Fair. 

B The production of The Maryland Horse 
was to undergo changes for 1943, as edi¬ 
tor Humphrey S. Finney, who had handled 
the magazine since its founding in the 
summer of 1936, had been furloughed to 
accept a position as Administrative Assis¬ 
tant to the District Coast Guard Officer 
of the Seventh Naval District in matters 
pertaining to the Mounted Beach Patrol. 
Finney would remain editor and control 
the publication from Florida, but the pro¬ 
duction of the magazine would be han¬ 
dled by his associate editor, Priscilla Fuller. 
It was noted that Finney would continue 
to contribute the Saddle-Bag, “though

B Steeplechaser Good Night Shirt set a 
single-seas on earnings record with his win 
in the $150,000 Colonial Cup-Gl, and 
sewed up an Eclipse Award. Trained by 
Jack Fisher for Sonny Via, the chestnut 
Maryland-bred son of Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl winner Concern won three 
Grade 1 races and was second in another 
from five starts while earning $314,163. 

B “Synthetic racing surfaces will affect aU 
segments of the Thoroughbred industry 
. . . But more questions than answers 
surround the new technology.” Michele 
MacDonald tackled the complex subject 
by conducting interviews with industry 
leaders across the country, from trainers 
to racetrack veterinarians to farm owners 
to racing commissioners, and all offered 
their opinions. Said Michael Dickinson, 
who developed Tapeta Footings: “I can

it may be that military secrecy will cause 
some gaps therein.” 

B The Editor’s Saddle-Bag covered 
Finney’s extensive schedule the month 
before he was to report for his new duties. 
One Finney entry provided details on the 
transport of the stallion Jean Bart, a son 
of Man o’ War who was headed to stand 
at stud in California: 


“December 2. It was a bitterly cold 
afternoon, with freezing snow flurries 
blowing about when we loaded Jean Bart 
at Pimlico this afternoon, he adding noth¬ 
ing to the day by having to be backed up 
the chute into the van. Arrived at Camden 
we got the stallion into a Chicago bound 
car, fixing him up comfortably in the 
horse crate that should have been on hand 
a couple of days ago. Accompanied by 
barrels of oysters and cartons of chewing 
tobacco, cigarettes, etc., Bart departed for 
the Windy City late this afternoon, sched¬ 
uled to arrive there in the morning and 
due in Los Angeles in four days.” 

Jean Bart made it to California. His 
west coast offspring included stakes winner 
Shawondasee, and the unracedfilly Galabart, 
granddam of graded stakes winner Ga Hai. 

B The magazine’s January cover looked 
aU too familiar, as WiUiam Brann’s five¬ 
time leading sire *Challenger II appeared 
on it for the fifth year in a row. The 
16-year-old son of Swynford held court 
at Glade Valley Farm near Frederick, Md. 
It was noted that *ChaIlenger IPs success 
proved “how a strong line will continue 
to produce results.” Male-line descendants 
of Swynford had in the space of 10 years 
won five renewals of the English Derby 
and three Kentucky Derbys.

synthetic track. The first being tradition and 
the second is cost.” 

B The racing operation of New Jersey 
resident Jim Scatuorchio was analyzed by Bill 
Finley. “Sure, Scatuorchio has been lucky in 
the racing business. He’s the first to admit it. 
But there’s more to it than that—he knows 
what he’s doing, and has the results to back it 


up.” Recent top-class runners included 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl winner 
English Channel, 3-year-old Scat 
Daddy and 2-year-old Ready’s Image, 
whose sire More Than Ready was also 
campaigned by Scatuorchio. 

Regularly spending modest sums — 
English Channel cost $50,000 as a 
yearling-Scatuorchio said: “That’s 
what’s so exciting about this industry. 
You can compete with people who 
have 10 or 20 times the amount of 
capital you have and stiU do well.” 

B Maryland-bred Promenade Girl 
was sold as a broodmare prospect for 
$1,125 million at the Keeneland sale 
by her breeders Sondra and Howard 
Bender. The five-time stakes winner 
and Grade 1-placed homebred, 
trained throughout her career by Larry 
Murray, had earned $668,990 in the 
Benders’ colors. 
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50years ago 

B Allaire duPont’s Politely was named 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year and 
champion filly or mare of 1967. The 
daughter of *Amerigo, foaled at duPont’s 
Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake City, had 
finished the season as the second-best 
handicap mare in the country “Politely 
runs short or long, main track or turf, dry 
or not-too-wet,” and accounted for five 
stakes wins during the year, including the 
Molly Pitcher, Maskette and Matchmaker. 

Also named Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pions were 2-year-olds Dancer’s Image 
and filly Good Game; 3-year-olds Barbs 
Delight and fiUy Dun-Cee; older horse 
Exceedingly; turf runner Road At Sea; and 
champion jumper, Tuscalee, for a second 
year in a row. 

B The Jockey Club released statistics on 
foal crop numbers by state, and Maryland 
ranked fourth (behind Kentucky, Cali¬ 
fornia and Florida) with 1,128 foals of 
1966, a 9.6-percent gain over 1965. “Up 
until the passage of the Maryland Fund 
program in 1962, Maryland had alternated 
between sixth and seventh position in the 
national standings. But the state’s foal pro- 



Allaire duPont’s homebred mare Politely earned

duction has more than doubled during the 
past six years. . .” 

Other regional states appearing in the 
top 20 were Virginia (fifth, 920), New 
Jersey (14th, 271) and Pennsylvania (20th, 
215). 

B Top breeder E.P Taylor of Windfields 
Farm shipped 40 horses—mares and 
horses in training—from Canada to his 
new farm in Chesapeake City, Md. Taylor 
had sold Nearctic to a syndicate headed by 
Allaire duPont the previous summer, and 
retained shares in the stallion. “In order to 
breed to Nearctic in 1968, Mr. Taylor has 
moved 11 mares to his 684-acre farm. A 
new 48-staU barn is now under construc¬ 
tion at the farm.” 


B Pilaster, one of the nation’s best 
distance runners of the late 1940s and 
early 1950s, was elected by the Maryland 
Racing Writers Assocation to the 
Maryland-bred HaU of Fame. Bred and 
raced by the late Henry L. Straus, the 
gelding born in 1944 lived in retirement 
at his trainer Frank A. Bonsai’s farm. In 
reminiscing. Bonsai said: “He would have 
won a million if he were racing for today’s 
purses.” The son of Pilate had a record 
of 102-29-14-20 and, with earnings 
of $259,800, stiU ranked ninth aU-time 
among Maryland-bred money winners.

25years ago 

B Joe De Francis, president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, the operator of 
Laurel and Pimlico race courses, unveiled 
plans for a Maryland/Virginia circuit. As 
conceived, the two-state circuit would 
mean fall, winter and spring racing in 
Maryland for nine months, October 
through June, with racing during the three 
summer months, July through September, 
at the Virginia track, unofficially named 
“Colonial Downs,” and expected to be 
built on 7,100 acres in New Kent County. 

B Two Virginia-breds campaigned by 
Bertram and Diana Firestone won Grade 
1 races on both coasts one November 
weekend. Chief Honcho captured the 
Brooklyn Handicap at Aqueduct, boosting 
his earnings to $1,241,719. Paradise 
Creek shipped to California to win the 
Hollywood Derby for 3-year-olds. The 
two were second-generation homebreds 
for the Firestones. Chief Honcho’s dam. 
Expressive Dance, a daughter of Riva 
Ridge born in Virginia, was a multiple 
graded stakes winner. North of Eden (Ire) 
never won, but was a half-sister to the 
Firestones’ champion Theatrical (Ire). 



Virginia-bred millionaire Chief Honcho kicked off 
a memorable Grade 1 weekend for his owner/ 
breeders Bertram and Diana Firestone. 


Both young mares—Expressive Dance was 9 
and North of Eden 6 when producing the Grade 
1 stars—had remarkably long careers. Expressive 
Dance produced a total of 18 foals, 16 starters, 
and her 12 winners also included stakes-placed 
Wooden Dance. North of Eden surpassed as a 
stakes producer, with four stakes winners from 
14 foals, including additional Grade 1 winners 
Forbidden Apple and Wild Event. 

B Paul Mellon’s Rokeby Stables dispersal 
at Keeneland saw 32 horses sell for 


$6,294,600. Top price was for the 7-year- 
old mare Glowing Honor, a daughter of 
Seattle Slew sold in foal to Easy Goer 
for $1.1 million. Her half-sister. Wild 
Applause, sold for $1,025,000 in foal to 
Forty Niner. 

Mellon still had a stable of 25 horses in 
training, including the just-turned 3-year- 
olds Sea Hero and England Expects. 

B Brilliant Brass, a Maryland-bred 
daughter of Marine Brass trained by 
Carlos Garcia for Elaine Bassford, added 
g to her laurels with her seventh and eighth 
I stakes wins of the year—Grade 2 wins in 
^ Meadowlands’ Long Look and Aqueduct’s 
Ladies Handicap-in November. The 
Midwest-based Irish Swap was working 
hard to keep pace—he recorded his 
sixth stakes win of the year, and third 
graded—when taking the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup Handicap-G2. His three stakes- 
placings included a second in the NYRA 
Mde-Gl. 

B Northern Park, a $2.8 million yearling, 
recorded his first stakes win at age 5 to 
become the 146th, and final, stakes winner 
for his late sire Northern Dancer. He got 
the win in the Grand Prix de ViUeurbanne 
in Lyon, France.
